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Painter ſhould hauc attempted to finiſh the Image 
of Venus beegunne but not ended by Apelles, 
which was a worke ot ſo rare excellencie thatno 
Paynter .after him durſt aduenture to perte& it. 
Notwithſtanding when I called to mynde that 
others betore mec had attempted this that they 
required at my hands, and withall not being a- 
ble to withſtand the importunitie of my triendes 
I beganne though ſomewhat timoroully to take 
penne in hand, And whereas there arc in all lear- 
nings two kindes of mechodes, the one procee- 
ding from the cauſes to the efftectes,and the other 
iudging of the caules by the effectes which is 
called 1udicium 4 poſteriori : my {elfe not being a- 
ble to performe the former 'as Comines doth, 
who was priute to the hidden miſteries,of Princes 
deſcignes,and of Counlell with their ſecret cogi- 
tations : determined onely to follow the ſecond 


courſe, namely to ſet downe the effectes and the ' 


naked truth forbearing cither to giuegraue aduer- 
tilments as well to Princes themſclues as to their 
ſeruaunts as hee doth, or to enter into deepe dil 
courſes of high points of pollicie & gouernment 
(as a matter tarre aboue my capacitie) wherewith 
his workes are {ingulatly beautified, In the which 
courſe having waded in the Hiſtorie of Fraunce 
till the death of Henry the ſecond and purpoſing 
to continew it further,both my hart & hand fain- 


ted, and my pen tell foorth of my fingers of it 
owne accord. 


For 
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For the ations of theciuill warres of Fraunce 
are ſo blouddie, cruell, aud barbarous and fo farre 
I will notſay (rom all Chriſtianitie, but from all 
humanitie and militarie diſcipline vied in former 
times, that for my owne part I 1udge them wor- 
thie to bee buried in the dongeon of eternall 
oblivion. Agrecable to the which ations were 
alſo the cffe&ts wherof my ſelfe haue beeneancig 
witneſle, For paſſing out of Spaine through France 
in the yeare 7 7,in companie of a Gentleman of 
__ leruiccnotlong liithens gone to God, whom 

ir Maieſticemployedat that time to the King of 
Spaine for hir affaires: we found ſucha wildernes 
inallthe country betwene Bayonne and Bourdeaux, 


that whole forreſts and woods were turned vpand 


conſumed,the townes vtterly deſolated,the people 
deſpearſed, the churches quite ſubuerted, and the 


- children (a lamentable thing to beerecorded ) re- 
»-maining vachriſtened by the ſpace of ten yeares, 


which bred in mee ſuch a commileration,to ſee {0 
noble a member of Chriſtendome ſo miſcrablye 
tornc in peeces with hir owne teeth, that itdid not 


- onelie viliblie as it were ſet before mine eyes the 


deſtrution of Sodoma & Gomorha,and the rude 


Chaos wherein the world lay buried and hidden, 


before God placed all things in this goodly order 
which wee now ſee them in: but alſo made mee 


\_ call to mindethe example of Africanus Mimvor, who 


wept bittcrly with a certaine Spathie of ſorrow, 
whan hc ſaw Carthage all on flaming fier, calling to 
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minde that the like mought happen to his owne 
countrey Rome in time to come, The vices that 
oucrflowed Fraunce at the becginning of theirci- 
uile warres are noted to bee theſe three, Magra, 
Atheiſmus, Libido, which I pray God England bee 
free from at this day, But I will no longer dwell vp« 
on this argument,leaſt my Epiſtle become to your 
honourable Lordſhip odious, and my booke bees 
comcin,itlelfe monſtrous by hauing to greata head 
to {0 [mall a bodie,wherforc to returne to my prine 
cipall purpoſe, having reduced the Hiſtorie of 
Fraunce,ſo farre as for the reaſons abouc aledged 
I determined to proccede init, I was ſoone relol- 
ued to whom to fp theſe my ſimple labours, 
for having preſented Comines to your Lordſhips 
predeceſſor, to whom could I fitlier conſecratethis 
my continuaunce of his Hiſtorie then to: your:

-ming to the crowne ſubic@to great varictic of fort- 
tune, The firſt ching hee attemptedaſter he — 
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led his eſtate, was to bee deuorced from his wife 
the Lady Iane daughter to King Lewis the cle- 
uenth, pretending that hee had maried hir by con- 
ſtraint,& neuer had any carnall knowledge of hir. 
But becauſe hee dqubred how his Realme would 
digeſt,ſo great an.iniurie offered to this Lady,bee+ 
ing a Kings daughter and ſiſter & a moſt vertuous 
Princeſſe, who had alſo beene his wife agreat num- 
ber of yeares,and had by exceſſiue ſute and manie 
teares begged his life of king Charles hir brother, 
after the wars of Bretaine ended,whercin the ſaide 
Duke of Orleans ( as before you haue heard ) was 
taken priſoner : hee ſought tothe Pope for reliete, 
hoping vndercoulour of religion to cloake his vn- 
godly purpoſe, and to iuſtifie by authoritie of the 
Church his ambitious deſire,to ioyne himſelfe in 
marriage with Anne widdow of the late ee 
Charles and heire of Bretaine,thereby to hold ſti 
the ſaid Dutchie of Bretaine vnited tothe crowne 
of Fraunce, which otherwiſe muſt haue beene ſe- 
uered from it,if this Lady had beene beſtowed els 
where, Alexander the fauenthſo often mentioned 
in the warrs of Charles the cight,aſpaniard borne 
of the houſe of Borgia continewed ſtill Pope at 
this time,a man apt to imbrace any wicked motion 
that moughe tend cither to the filling of his cofers, 
orto the aduancement of his houſe. This Pope had 
aſonne named / alentinus Borgia, ( a (inke of all fill- 
thineſle ) the ſelfe ſame that had beene hoſtage ' 
with king charles in his Italian watrs being at that 
ume 
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time a Church man and named Cardinall of Va- 
lence: &had eſcaped from hiinasin the ſaid warres 
of Italy mention is already made. This Borgia ha- 
uing lately renounced his Cardinals hatt,had be- 
taker him{elfe to the warres,& was entred into the 
Kings pay..And his father exchaunging ſpirituall 
graccs tor temporall poſlcſlions,was contented to 
graunt the king a Bull of deuorce from the ſaid La- 
dy lane his wite with theſe conditions,that his ſaid 
ſonne Borgia mought be made Duke of Valence a 
Citicin Daulphine,haue the charge of a company 
of inen of armes vndertheking,marry with Char- 
lotte daughter of Monſiur d” Alebret a great Prince 
in Guyenne,& receaue a yeately penſion 'of 20000, 
trownes and as _—Y reuenew of inheritance, all 
the which conditions were yelded vnto,& by that 
meanc's the Pull of deuorceobtained,and the King

Bull,ortheking for his extremeambitionand ingra-

gabondintheRealme of Nauarra : Secondarely if 
we behold the miſeries that fell vpon the king,and 
the great diſhonors andlofſeshereceaued cuen till 
the time of his death, being toſſed and chaſed like a 
tennis ball,firſtcleane out of Italy by a prince in po- 
wer much inferiour to himſelfe,and atterwards al- 
moſt cleane out of his owne Realme by a confede- 
racicot moſt of the Princes and ſtates of Chriſten- 
dome againſt him in che laſt periode of his age: 
Thirdly if we waic wich our ſelues the continuall 
troubles the realme of Fraunce hath endured cucr 
{i1ncethis wicked marriage,vnder the gouernment

His matter of deuorce hauing ſuc- 
ceeded according to the Kings de- 
ſier , hee made peace with all his 
neighbours roiid about him,name- 
ly with Ferdinande K ing of Aragon, 
| Maximilian King of Komaines and 
Archduc Philip his ſonne, and with Henry King of 
England, which becing done hee preſently leuied 
men,and madefriends on all ſides,purpoſing to in- 
uade the Dutchie of Milan, held ſtill as yer by Lo- 
douic Storce ſurnamed the Moore, the ſelfe ſame 
thatcalled mos, com om the cightinto ltalic as be- 
fore you haue heard : which alſo the King ſoone 
conquered, for you ſhall vnderſtand that the faide_

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Lodouic was hated of his owne people,as well be- 
cauſe of his greattirannic,as allo for poyloning his 
Nephew right heire of Milan, at the leaſt heire be- 
tore him . Farther hce was fallen out with his beſt 
friends y Verictians about Piſa, who alſo partly for 
extreame hatred that wv bare againſt him : and 
partly for greedineſſe of Cremona & the countrey 
of Guyradadda,which the king promiſed them for 
their part of the victorie: dydnotonely incourage 
the king to paſſe into Italic and inuade Milan , but 
entered alſo into league with him, ſo that the 
ſaide Lodouic was deſtitute of all help, the Pope 
and the Venetians becing in league with the King, 
and the poore King of Naples Frederic vnable to 
defend his owne, much leſle to giue Lodouicany 
ayde , So thatafter the French armie had taken 
La Roccad' Arazta, AnomV alentia,Baſurnane,vogher a, 
Chaſteauneunf, Pontcorona , and T ortona: and that 
Galcas of Saint Seuerin to his great reproch , had 
through cowardiſe abandoned Alexandria and 
Dertona , and that Pawia had of their owne accord 
receiued the French , the Venetians alſo inuadin 
the ſaid Dutchie of Milay on the other fide: the fai 
Lodouic aſtoniſhed with the lofſe of ſo manie 
townes , miſtruſting his owne-people, and beeing 
abandoned of all his friends & principall ſeruants*# 
fled with his children and a great maſſe of monie 
tothe Emperour Maximilian into Germanie ,-pre- 
ſently after whoſe departure the Cite of Milan 
yeclded tothe French,the Caſtle being alſo delive- 
red 
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red vnto them by the treaſon of Bernardin de Corte 
Captaine thereot . Soone after the whole ſtate 
of Genoua ſubmitted it ſelfe likewiſe to the King, 
and Cremona with the Countrey of Guyradadda 
were dcliuered to the Venerians according to the 
Kings promiſe. In eight daics Lodouic loſt this 
riech aud noble Dutchic, ſo ſmall aſſurance is in 
worldly honors. The king having ſetled the ſtate of 
Milan,& abated y exceſliue exaCtions y they paide 
in Lodouics time, toy great though not to the full 
contentment of the people, for they looked to haue 


hadall paiments cleane aboliſhed and taken away, - 


and having giuen forces to the Duke of Valenti- 
noys forthe recouerie of thoſe townes in Romania 
that appertained to the Church : returned to Ly- 
ons, where hee was welcommed with new ioyes 
beecauſe of the birth of his Daughter Claude.But 
this his good ſucceſle was ſoone altered, forthe 
Milanois becing by nature variableand inconſtant, 
and alſo miſliking the rough gouernement of Ma- 
ſer Iames of Treuoul, whom the king had left be- 
hinde him for his Lieutenant, who becing of the 
Guelph faQion,vſed to rudely thoſe of the fation 
Guibeline: and fartherthe people not beeing able 
to endure the inſolencies of the French ſouldiours: 


ſecretly ſolicited Lodouic to returne, 'who not o- 


mitting this opportunitie, but leuying with ſpeed 
12000 Swyſlers , by the fauour of the Emperour 
Maximilian but with his owne money, and 8000, 
- Iralians,entered into the Dutchie of Milan with all 
diligence,

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diligence, and as ſodainely recouered the whole 
countrey as becforc hee had loſt it,all ſaue the Ca» 
ſtle of Milan with ſome other few places, and the 
ſtare of Genoua which held ſtill tor the king, ſuch 
mutrabilitic is not onely in the people of thiseſtate, 
but in all the vulgare ſort throughout Italic . Bee« 
ſides all this 4" Awbizny and Treuoul Gouernours 
of the French in the ſayde Duchie were at great 
variance,which vtterly ſubuerted the kings afflited 
affaires, in ſuch ſortthat hee was forced to remoue 
them both and to commit the gouernement of the 
armie to Trimouille, who by his witdome hauin 
reconciled them together, 1oyned them in equall 
authoritic with himſelfe, ſo that the armie for two 
goucrnours had three, But —_— ares, mou 
dingly moued with this ſodainelofſe ofthe Duchie 
of Milan leuyed 600 Launces and a great armie of 
Swyſſers and ſent them with all diligenceto Milan, 
which Lodouic vnderſtanding retired to Nouara, 
where the French armie beeſteged him. And not- 
withſtanding that he were in ſtate to fight with his 
enemies and mental{o ſo to doe: yet the Swyſlers 
that ſerued him _ corrupted with French 
crownes by meanes of the Swyſlers Capraines that 
were in the French Campe,retuſed to ightagainſt 
their countrey men and kinſmen , wherewith Lo- 
douic becing in veter deſpaire,and doubtingto bee 
delinered by them into his enemies hands, with 
great difficultie obtained of them that hee might 
march among them as a common Swyſler ſouldi- 
OUr 


. Hall Aſcanivs, found meanes to 
| thers children ſafe into Ger 
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our till hee ſhould bee conveyed to ſome place of 
fattie. Butthe matter beeing diſcouered to [[rimo- 
uille, whoſE mony made cuery thing knowen' vn- 


' tohim: he was apprehendedas he marched like a 


common ſouldier among them,& preſently ſentin- 
to Fraunce, where hee remayned priſoner in the 
tower ot Loches till his death,not once beingad- 
mitted to y kings preſence nor ſpeech, And ſo this 
Prince whoſe ambitious defires cauſed him, firſt to 
poiſon his Nephew,and then to ſetall [talic on fi- 
erby calling in the French,and likewiſe to depart 
from his league withthe'Venetians (being his one- 
ly laftic)for greedines ofhauing the towne of Piſa, 
which he ſought todraw our of their ſubieRion to 


his obedience,and laſtly who-neuerheld faithnor 


promiſe with. any man longerthen itſerued for his 
owne profit, was now abandonedof all men;and 
betrayed by thoſe whom heehad brought into 1- 
taly tor his principallſuccour and detence,and cn- 
ded hisdaics if miſerable dongeon,where all his 
extrauagant thoughts weretloaſed vp within the 
compaſle of anarrow rome,his brotherthe Cardi-

the bootie, -leaſt hee becing a neighbour-in the 
le of $1cits to the Realme of NayLzs and'a 
kinſeman to-the King thereot,and hauing alfo for- 
ces alreadie entered into! the Countrey for the 
ſayde Kings defence : ſhould hinder his conqueſt 
ot the faide Realme. 
- This offer was ſoone embraced by the Kino 
of Searns,who beeing receyued into the ſtrong 
places of the ſaide Realme of Nayt ss,vnder co- 
lour of deteriding them for King Fazpantc, 
detayned them: for him ſelte and vtterlie ruina- 
ted the ſayde Fas Ds, notwithſtanding both 
the truſt that| hee had. repoſed in the-x186 of 
Sealing, and the neere kindred that was bee- 
tweene them. 
Thus FazpakIc becing at one inſtant ins 


vaded by the Faxncu and beetrayed by the Sva- 


NIA8&D, ycclded his Realme in deſpite of the 
ſayde x1nG of S2ains into the handes of Kino 
Lzvvis, and went with him into Fxavncs, 
where hee lived in verye honourable eſtate till 
his death, 

But his ſonne Ferdinand Duke of Calabria, 
whome Conlalue the xing of Spaines generall 
in the ſaide Realme of Naples,had giuen his oath 
to ſet atlibertic, ſo ſooneas he ſhould bee deliuc- 
red into his hands: was notwithſtanding the ſayd 
oath ſent into Spayne to the xing of Axacon, 

Ci, where 
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where. ( after manic yeeres impriſonment) hee 
marryed in the yeare 1522, with the Lavis 
Gzxmans of Foix,widdow of the faide'x 186 
of axacon, a rich Laviz but barrayne, which 
marriage was made by the Euyzxova CHartes, 
who greatly fauoured the {a:de Duke of Calabria, 
becauſe hee had refuſed to be taken out of Ls Roc- 
ca Sciatiua,which was the priſon wherin he lay,and 
to bee made head of arcbellion that happened in 
Spaine called La Santa 2iunta whereof heereafter 
mention ſhall bee made. This Ferdinand Duke of 
- Calabria was the laſt of the race of the firſt 4/fonſe 
King of Naples,for two of his bretheren died be- 
fore him, one in Italy the other in Fraunce.But to 
returne to the Hiſtory,the treaſon of the King of 
Spaine towardes King Frederic was no greaterin 
thisation,than the error of the x ing of Fraunce, 
as the ſequele well delared. For whereas the ſaide 
Frederic offered King Lewis to hold the Realme 
of Naples of him, and to pay him for it yeere- 
ly a great tribute, by meanes whereof no man 
ſhould haue commaunded in the faide Realme 
but his tributarie xing ( who alwaies muſt haue 
depended vpon him ) and himſelte : he now- cal- 
lcd in a neighbour Pxtncs, though not ſo 
mightie yet much more ſubtill-than himſelfe, 
and deuided the kingdome with him becing ob- 
tayned by his owne money and his owne ſub- 
ices blood, and ſoone after loſt the whole 
to his owne great diſhonor and damage, 


For 
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after the partition made of the ſayde Realme bee- 
eweene theſe two Princes , - they fell at varicnce a- 
bout the bounds of their territories, and beecauſe 
the French were at thatinſtantthe ſtronger, they 
tooke many places in the Countrey called the Ca-

And 
notwithſtanding that by the entermile of Archauc 
Philip ſonne in law to the king of Spaine (who this 
cere came into Fraunce) a peace was concluded 
Covrerne the kings of Fraunce and Spaine, vpon 
the ſecuritie whereof king Lewis wholy repoſing 
himſelte,forbare to ſend new ſupplies to Nav xs: 
yct the king of Spaine very cunningly delayed the 
confirmation of the ſayde peace beecauſe hee ſaw 
his affaircs to proſper well in ltalie through the 
French kings ouergreat credulitic and negligence, 
and in the end flatly dilauowed al his ſonne1n laws 
ations, And Conſalue his Generall in the ſayde 
Realme of Navy ss notwithſtanding the Archducs 
commaundements often fent vato him to ſurccaſe 
all Hoſtilitic in thoſe parts :. not onely refuſed fo 
to doe becauſe hee reccined noe ſuch commaun- 


dement from his Maſter, butalſo proceeded ſtill in 
CC.iti, Nis 
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For po ſhall vaderſtand that the very next yecre

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his conqueſts, and wanne [rom the French divers 
townes,defeated the Duke of Arxy who ledcer- 
taine French bandes and tooke him priſoner, and 
aſtetward alſo ouerthrew Monlicur 4 Aubigny and 
tooke him priſoner , and laſtlie at the battayle of 
Cirignolles vanquiſhed the whole power of france, 
and flew in the tielde with diuers noble men the 
braue Duke of Nsmovss generall of the French 
forces, | | 

Farther the ſayde Conſalue vſing the benefit'of 
this vitoric marched preſently before Naples,and 
without rcliſtance entered into the towne and're- 
duced it to the obedience of the King of Spairie; 
and ſoone after tooke alſo the Caſtles,and conque- 
red almoſt the whole Realme. In the meane 
time dyed Popc At xxanpes the lixt, and Prvs' 
the third was choſen Pope, who dying alſo at the 
ende of {ixe and twentie dayes, the Cardinall 
PetriadVincula (lo often mentioned in the warrs 
of Charles the right ) ſucceeded by the name of 
Iviivs the [econd, 

The King in the meane time made great 
prepatation to recouer his Realine of Nay es fo 
thamctully and diſhonorably loſt, 'and entered as 
ſarreas' the Riner Gartiitiaxo called Lins in 
aunciefit times, where diuers attempts were made 
by the French to paſle the ſayde Riuer , whichall 
were ouerthrowen and brought to nought by the: 
wildomeand induſtrie ot Conſalue,

In the cnde,what through want of vitualls and 
lack of money which the kings officers moſt ſhame- 
fullie detayncd tron them,by meanes alſo where- 
of the companies that the King payed were not 
halfe compleat: what through foule weatherand 
what through the induſtric and diligence of Con- 
ſalue who tooke aduauntage of all theſe their dif. 
orders :. the French were torced toabandon their 
fortes vppon the ſayde Riuer, and to retire to

About thistyme allo the Pope by ayde 
ot the French king,recouercd Bo/opia from the Ben« 
tivoli though litle to the kings hohor who had re« 
cciued the fayd citic of Bolop1a,& the Bentiuoli into 
his protetion in the yeare 1500,& yet now betrai- 
ed th& to the Pope,more regarding the Popes plea- 
ſure, the his owne honour and faith,for the which 
fact 5 Pope wel requited him as hereafter you ſhall 
heare.But to returneto the trench affaires. The Ge- 
nuoys (cing y Kings greatnes ſo mightely to decline

JOone afterrhis, the praQtiſe aboue mentioned 

againſt the Venetians,which had been long trea 

tcd off vnderhand,& had long ere this ben _— 
c 
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ded,but that ſo many ſtrings could not ſoſoone be 
tuned (for y Pope & the kings of Romains, Fraſice 
& Aragon were concurring in theaccion): brake 
openly foorth, For you ſhall vnderſtand that Pope 
Fwulins hating the Venetians extremly,becaule they 
detained from him certain townsin Komania belog 
ing to the Church,& receiuedinto their protection 
the church rebells,namely,the Bextivoli & others : 
laboured to make peace among theſe Princes,and 
to conuert their armes notagainſtthe Infidels but 
againſt the faid Venetians, which alſo he effected 
in the end, the rather becauſe euery one of theſe 

Princes had priuate quarells to them; 

The Popes quarell you haucalready heard,and the 
cauſe of the french kings diſpleaſure towards-them 

I haue in-part touchedalſo before;& ſaidit was for 

thatthcy refuſed ro ayde himin his wars of Naples 

according totlieir league, which was y onely loſſe 

of the ſaid realme as he ſaid, Butin verydeede his 

principall hatred againſt the, was becauſe they held 

Cremona & the coiitrie of Gutradadda members of y 

DPuchie of Milan which notwithſtandingy they wer 
deliuered tothe by his own agrecmet, atſuch time 


as they aided him to chace Locvome Sfo;ce out of the 


faid duchie:yet now conſidering their ingratitude- 
towards him, withall how neceflary thoſe coun- 
tries were lor the ſtrength & deience of y ſaid Du- 
chic ot Milan:hedeterinined'ro recover th&againe » 
into hs owne hands. Maximiliwn and the Archluc 
Charles his Nephew. had: an auncient quarell to 
th&tiiſtſorY eroma, P adounvincenſe and divers other 
D.it. townes 
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townes with helde from the Empire, and ſcconda«+ 
relic tor the countrics of Frinll and Trewſa, which 
they with hold trom the houſe of Auſtria. 

Belides that Maximillians quarrell was lately greats 
lic increaled,{oreuen inthis very ycere 1508, they 
had not onely denied him paflage through their 
countries for his ſouldicrs,whoſepaſlage he preten- 
ded ro beonely becauiſche ment to go to take the 
crowne impenall at Rome,though they knew well 
the contraric:but had alſo defeated his companies 
being entred into their dominions by torce. And 
notwithſtanding that they had reaſon ſo to doe 
knowing his purpoſe to beno thing leſle then that 
which hepretended,& that he came with areſolu- 
tion to furpriſethoſe places which he claimed to be 
his : yet this defeate of his men exaſperated him 
not alittle againſt them, for tew Princes can en- 
dure the contrarying of their wills be it neuerſo

The king of Spaine likewiſe hated them becauſe 
they heldin the realme of Naples certaine townes 
engaged to them by Ferdinand King of Naples 
inthe warrs of Charles the cight, which'by no 
meanes they would reſtore, © 

Thus all theſe princes becing animated againſt 
them,a gencralleague was.concluded among them 
againſt the ſaid Venetiansat Cambray,The Pope 
began firſt with ſpirituall armes,and ſent forth a 
terrible bull againſt them,from the which they ap- 
pealedto the next generall Counſel, 


But 
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But of all the other Princes the king of Fraunce 
was firſt in a redincſſe and withan armie of 24000 
men inuaded their dominions. And they encoun-+ 
tered him with noe leſle forces,and vnder the con- 
duct of Aluiane & the Earle of Petillian gaue him 
batraile, in the which they were ouerthrowen, Pe- 
tillian ſayde through Aluianas temeritie and 0- 
uergreat heate, and Aluiana ſayde through Petilli. 
ans cowardile or malice, who would notayde him 
with his troups beecaulſe the battaile was fought 


againſt his aduice, 


Buthowſocuer it were,certainc it is that the Ve- 


netians loſt in this battayle 10000 men, and Alui- 


ana himſelfe was taken priſoner therein. This bat- 


' tel is called the battell of Guiradadda or dela Y aile. 


After this victorie almoſt all the rownes that the 
Venetians held in Italic, yeelded to the king, who 
reſtored to the king of Romainesthoſethat he pre- 
rended Title to,& tothe Pope thoſe that hee quar- 
eled, which being done he returned to Milan, This 
yeare dyed Henry king of England the two and 
twenteth of Aprill to whom ſucceeded Henry his 
ſonne, a young Prince cighteeneyeares of age, of 
whom heereafter ample mencion ſhall bee made, 
and this ycarealſo the ſeuenteenth of Otober dy- 
ed Philip de Commines Lord of Argenton,a worthie 


counſeler and no lefſe worthie writer.

The Venetians are reconciled to the Pope and 
the King of Aragon,all they three toyne to- 
gether againſt the King. The Swyſſers al- 
ſo beecome the Kings enemies , the quarell 
beetweene the Pope and the Duke of Fer- 
rare, the Pope loſeth Bolonia . T he King 
withdraweth himſelfe from the Popes obe- 
dience . T he Pope excommunicateth the 
whole Realme of Fraunce , The battayle 
of Rauenna wherem the Pope and his con- 
federatsare ouerthrowen. 


HE Venetians beeing thus low 
broughtand ſeeing ſo many princes 
againſt them, determined to rake 

F789 ſome courſe to diſfolue this c6fede- 
Sor rcic,whcrforc they humbled them- 
ſelues firſt vnto the Pope,and found 

meanes to be reconciled ynto him,for you ſhabvn-' 
derſtand that after this vitorice aboue mentioned, 
partly commileration of the venetians moued him 
to tauour them, bur eſpecially the kings greatneſſe 
in [talic beecame very odious & terrible vnto him, 
in ſuch ſort that he alſo ſecretly withdrew the king 
of Aragon trom the kings friendſhip,& ioyned him 
in league with the Venettans : they reſtoring vnto 
him the portsin Pouille aboue mencioned which 
they hcld:and the Pope himlſelfe putting him into 
a continuall icloutic that it the trench eflices prof- 


pered 
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pered in Italic, he ſhould bee conſtrained againe to. 


tight forthe realme of Naples,notwithſtanding his 
mariage with the kings niece. But in very truth the 
thing that moſt troubled the Pope, & moſt cauſed 
him to enuie the kings good ſucceſſe, was icloulie 
of his owne eſtate, beecauſe many cardinalls hated 
him,and obieted many crimes againſt him,all the 
which had intelligence with the king,whertorethe 
faide Popeto the ende hee mought omit no thing 
that tended tothe ouerthrow of the kings procee- 
dings & theſe Cardinalls praQtiſes,hiered theSwyſ- 
ſersto inuade the Duchie of Milan and to abandon 
theirlcague withthe french,which being begun by 
Lewis the xi. expired at this very inſtant, & could 
not be renewed, beecauſe the Swyſſers demanded 
proudly greater pelions the they had before,which 
the king partly through diſdaine 6 partly through 
couctouſneſle would not condeſcend vnto,where- 
vpon they entered into league with y Pope againſt 
the king,& inuaded y dutchie of Milan, but for wit 
of victuals & monie they were forcedat this time 
toreturne home, without any exploit done. Farther 
the ſaid Pope now ſhewing himlelfe openly to bee 
the kings enemy,together with y Venetians prepa- 
redanauie to ſurpriſe Gezoua,and ſo this Pope that 
was the firſt kindler of this warre againſt the Vene- 
tians, & the principall author of the league of Cam- 
bray : was allo himſelfe the firſt that brake it , not- 
withſtanding all the kindenefſle that hee had recea» 
ucd at the kings hands. <

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But the nauie aboue mentioned appoynted tg 
inuade Genoua was ouerthrowen and diſperſed by 
the French nauie, and (oall the Popes enterpriſes 
againſt the king fayled and came to naught, tarther 
you ſhall vnderſtand thatthe Pope had aquarell to 
the Duke of Ferrara, as well ter certaine townes 
which hee withheld from the Church : as alſo for 
ſelling of ſaltat Comache without the Popes per- 
miſſion, which thing m_ his vaſſall hee mought 
not docas the Pope layde,tor the which cauſe hee 
inuaded his countries, but the king to requite the 
Popes difloyaltic and ingratitude rowards him, re- 
cciucd the Duke into his protceRion and defended 


| himagainſt the Pope, whichnot a litle increaſed 


their euill will, 

The king alfo to crie quittance with the Pope, 
tooke Boloniafrom him , which notlong beefore 
hee had deliuered to him , and reſtored it ro the 
Bentiuoli, whom alſo hee receiued into his protec 
tion , by meanes whereof extreame hatred grew 
bectweene the Popeand the King, ſofarre foorth 
that the King withdrew his Realme from his obe- 
dience, and celebrated a-councell at Piſa againſt 
him, which was afterward tranſported to Milan. 
And the Pope on the other fide excomunicated the 


. whole Realmeot Fraunce, and celebrated a coun- : 


ſell at Lateran againſt the king . Bur not onely ſpi- 
tituall but alſo temporall armes were excrciſed be- 
rweene them, for the Pope hiered the Swyſlers to 


inuade thc Dutchic of Milanthe ſecond time, but 
they 
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they being corrupted with French crownes, ſoone 
returned home & deluded the Popes hope, which 
hee perceaving waged a greatatmic of Spaniards | 
and iral:ans againſt the king and againſt the Coun- 
ſell (or as hee termed it the Conuenticle) of Piſa, 
and the king on the otherſ1de in the name of the 
ſayde counlell ot Piſa ſenta mightie armie aginſt 


| the pope,asa Simoniac,a'trobler of Chriſtendome, 


a drunkard; anda periure, And atter diuers skirmi- 
ſhes beetweene the two armies, and ſurpriſes of 
townes, and ſuch like feates of warre achieued, en- 
ſewed the great battayle of Rauenna, which was | 
tought vpon Eaſter day. [tis written by divers that , , ,, 
Pope Tulivsſecing his torces iſſew out of Rome, 
tooke Peters keyes and threw them into the Riuer, 
and withall girt himſelte with a fword,adding theſe 
wordes,that ſince Peters keyes could doe himno 
more ſeruice, hee would ſee if Paules ſword could 
ſtand him in any better ſteede, which accion of his 
the learned Melanthon hath properly expreſſed 
by theſe verſes folowing .

But to returne to the Hiſtorie., In the battaile 
of Rauennaaboue mentioned, the Pope with his 
confederats namely the king of Aragon & the Ve- 
netians werouerthrowen, But Mon ſwur ae Foix the 
kings nephew & generall of his forces,through his 
owneto great hardineſſe or ratherraſhneſſe,purſu- 
ing his enimics with a ſmall troupe was entrapped 
and ſlaine, whoſe death the king tooke ſo greuouſl 
that he wiſhed he had redemed his life with y loſle 
of al that he held in Italic. The ſaid de Foix bis death 
ſo aſtoniſhedthe French armie though victorious, 
that for want of a generall ſufficient to ſupplie his 
place,they purſewed not the victorie as they ought 
to hauedone, but gaue their enemies libertic to 
breath & repaire their forces,which if they had not 
done, theking moughtnot onely haue recouered 
the realme of Nav x es,but alſo haue diſpoſed of all 
the reſt of [talic as it had pleaſed himſelte. Rauen-

Theltate of Genoua likewiſe reuolted from 
theking, by meanes of 7anws Fregoſe who was made 
duke thereof,& the Duke of Ferrara was forced to 
make his ſubmiſſiontoy Pope and to abandon the 
French,ſo that the king held nothing at all in Iralie 
ſauca few caſtles namely that of Milan & the caſtle 
of Cremona, which continued French till till the 
next ycare after the battayle of Nauara, when for 
want of victualls they were forced toyeeld them- 
ſelues into the Duke of Milans hands, bur all the 
reſt the King loſtalmoſt in a momentand withall 
all his friends,a ſtrange conuerſton of Fortune that 


the King being conquerour loſt all, and the Pope 


and the Venetians being conquered wanne all, 
Bur in truth they ſayled not with their owne 
winde but with otker mens, for the Realme of 
Fraunce had at that time to many encmies by the:

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which fell out well for the kings affaires, for Pope 
Iuiizs while he liued, ſo animated all the Princes 


of Chriſtendome againſt the King, that none of - 


them would encline to make peace or truce with 
him, but after his death the Kings affaires began 
to have a better courſe, tor notwithſtanding that 
Pope Leo were not frend to the French, but had 
juſt cauſe to hate them, firſt becauſe of the ſchiſme 
in the Church maintained by them, ſecondarily 
becauſe by them Peter of Meaices his brother and 
heir whole houſe was ouecrthrowen and chaced 

out of Florence, as in the warrs of Charles theceighe 
mention 1s-alreadie made, and laſtly becauſe him 
ſelfe was taken priſoner by them at the bartaile of 
Kaucnna being than Pope 1#/ms Legat: yet pro- 
ued he not ſo deadly an enemieto them, norſuch 
an annimater of Criſtian Princes againſt them as 
his predeceſſor had been, all the which proceded 
of the Popes owne diſpoſition, who was a Prince 
by nature more enclined to pleaſurcs than to warrs, 
by meanes whereof the King, burning with a- de- 
fier to cecouer his Duchie of Alan (the rather 
becauſethe Caſtles of Milan and Cremona held 
yet forhimas before you haue heard) ſought firſt 
to make truce with the King of Spaine, which 
the ſayd-King eaſclic enclined to, to the ende 
that in themeane tyine without any impediment 
of Fraunce he mought ſ-tle his late conqueſt of 
the Realme of Nawarra. 
Farther 
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Farther the king entered alſo into league with the 
Venctians who promiſed to ayd? him with 8 0 0 
men of armes,1 5 o o light horic,and 1 0000 toote 
men.for the recouerie of 4/{,Genoua, & the Duchie 
of Milan,and hee promiſed to ayde them till they 
had recoucred all that they held in Lombardic,and 
inthe MarcaT reniſana betore yleague of Cambray. 
Thus the king being ioyned with the Venetians,8e 
in truce with the king of Aragon.inuaded the Du- 
chie of Milan with a mightie armie, and firſt reco- 
ucre4 Genoua, and then all the Duchie of Milan 
ſaue Nouara and Coma,which held yettor M axi- 
milian Sforce, Farther the Frencharmie vnder the 
leading of 7 rimourlle went and beefieged Nouara, 
but this their good ſucceſle in the beginning was 
oucrthrowen in the twinkeling of an eye,tor you 
ſhall vaderſtand that the Swyſlers who had bound 
themſelues to the defence ot the ſayde Duchie of 
Milan as be:ore you hauc heard,came to leauie the 
licge of Nouara,& had the trench in ſo great con- 
tempt that they afſaulted them vpon a ſodaine,and 
detcated them in their owne camp, which was one 
——þ nobleſt victories that cucr any nation obtay- 
ned. 

This battaile is called the battayle of Nouara. 
Aſter this victoric all the Duchie of Milan reuolted 
in 4 moment,chaced away the French, and retur- 
ned to the obedience of ax imiltan Sforce, and the 
king by this ouerthrow,loſt his honor, his treaſ; ure, 
and all thathcheld in Italic as well Genoua as the 


whole 
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whole Duchie of Milan , yea and the Caſtels of 
Milan & Cremona which in all theſe troubles had 
{till continued French ſcingthemſclues now in vt- 
ecr deipaire of ſuccors and beeing in extreame di- 

{trcfle of victualls were yeelded into the Duke of 
Milans hands , and the Kings armie in great teare 

and diltrefle returned into Piemont. 

The Venetian forces vnder the leading of 
Aluiana were comming to ioyne with the French, 
but hearing of the ouerthrow theyretired to Pado- 
ua,whether the Viceroy of Naer zsand Progr s- 
x0 Covionxs becing in pay with the Pope and 
the duke of Milan went to beſtege them, but not 
beeing able to rake thetowne, they leuyed theyr- 
ſicge,and then ALviaxa ifſewing out of the towne 
purſewed them and charged thfm , which charge 
they valyauntly receaued, & through the vertue of 
the Spaniſh ftootmen and cowardiſe of the Italian - 
tootemen the Venetian armie was ouerthrowen, 
and loſt all their artilery & cartagde,and ALviana 
retired to Treuiſa, 

This battayle was fougkt nere to Vincenſe 
and the Venetians loſt in it 400.men of armes,and 
400 0.100temen,

went before Tournry which was yelded to them 
the nine and twentith of September, and hauing 
deicated in an other battaile in England the Scots, 
the ninth of September, & ſlaine their King in the 


tceld, who by the perſuaſion of the French had in- 
uaded 
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vaded the Realme of England during the Kings 
abſence in Fraunce : the {ayd king of England tri- 
umphantly returned home. . 

Farther the Swyſſers being decretly hicred with 
the Popes monie, who loued not the French tor 
the realons aboue reherced, inuaded Fraunce alſo 
on the other ſide,and befieged Dyon in Burgundy, 
into. the which gn de laTrimoutlls had pur 
him felſe, who doubting the vtter ruine of the 
Realme of Fraunce ſo many enemies inuading 
it on all ſides, without any commiſhon from.the 
king made a compoſition with the ſayd' Swyſſers, 
more neceſlaric than honorable tor the Realme, 
which was this, that the King ſhould renounce 
all his right ro the Duchie of Myan, and paye 
themjar a day agreed vpon ſix hundreth thouſand 
Crownes, tor the which alſo he deliuercd them 
Hoſtages , and they bound them ſelues onelic 
to retourne home into their Countrie for thar 
tyme, 

The Pope was not a litle offended with this. 
theyr returne, but they excuſed the matter be- 
cauſe they receaued not-out-of England the mo« 
nie that was promiſed" them}, but in truth their 
greedineſle of the ſix hundreth thouſand Crownes 
aboue mentioned was the principall cauſe of their : 
returne, whereof notwithſtanding their hope was 
fruſtrate, for-the King would not ratifie this dif- 
{honorable treatie made by Trimouille notwith- 
ſtanding that: it were the. ſaftie of his Realme,

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but ſought to content thoſe Swyffers with other 
conditions, which they would not accept, bur 
threatned it the treatie were not accompliſhed by 

a certaine day to ſtrike of the hoſtages heads, 
About the beginning of the yeare 151 4. dyed 
veene Anne of France : Farther you ſhall vader- 
ſtand that tae Pope being by nature an enimie to 
the warres and wholie giuen to delights and plea- 
fures,namely to Muſick, to hearing ot Playes, and 
to becholding of Maskes, bouffons, and icaſters, 
yea ſomewhat more then was ſemely for his eſtate: 
Laboured earneſtly to reconcile the(e Princes and 
to ende the warres. But the Swyflers would in no 
wiſe bee reconciled to the king. Notwithſtanding 
the truce betwene him &the King of Spaine was 
continewed,in the whichalſo the Emperour M axi- 
milizy contraric to his promiſe to the king of En- 
gland was included, and ratefied the ſayde truce, 
which vnprincely dealing of the ſayde Maximilian 
cauſed allo theking ol England to encline to peace, 
which ſoone aſter namely the ſeauenth of Au- 
guſt by meanes of the Duke of Longueuille being 
priſoner in England was concluded betweeneking 
Lewisand him,andatterward in Oftober folowing 
more ſtrongly confirmed by the mariage of the La- 
dy Maricthe King of Englands filter with the ſayd 

King. 
Thus rheking hauingmade peace with all his | 
n*1ghbours.and bcing afſured of quietneſſe on'this | 
fidethe mountaines, turned his thoughts to the re-

coucric of that which hee had loſt in Italie,namely 
the Dutchic of Milan and the eſtate of Genoua,

But to returne to king Lewis,he was a prince ſub- 
ie togreat varietic of Fortune through the whole 
courſe of his life, both before he was King & after, 
but eſpecially towards his later. endſhe moſt froun- 


'ed vpon him, as inthis briefe diſcourſe of his ati6s 


is plainely to bee ſeene, his vices were, in his youth 
loue of women,andin hisage couctouſneſſe, which 
cauſed him to looſe many opportunities, beſides 
y hee was a prince wholy gouerned by others,but 
his good fortune was to fall into y hands of hono- 
rable perſonages,and ſuch as gouerned his Realme 
well. Farther he wasalſo charged with ingratitude, 
both towards his wife who had ſaued his lite, and 
alſo towards ſoine with whom hee hadliued fami- 
liarlic beefore his comming to thecrowne, namely 
the Marſhall Gye', whom alſo hee baniſhed the 
court, notwithſtanding the great ſeruice that hee

he was inuaded in his owne Realmc,he was forced 
to leauic of them ſomewhat more then ordinarie, 
for the which his milde government he was called 
Pater patrize, ſo iuſta Prince hegyas (where the ne- 
ccſſitie of his affaires enforced him not to the con« 


 trarie) thatthe Archduc Philip committed to him

to king Lewis & filter to the Queene,and withall 
Genoua becing reduced to his obedience by the 
meanes of 0:Xawian Fregoſe Duke therof,whoſtood 
in continuall feare of the Duke of Milan and the 
Swyſlers : hee preſently marched with his armic 
towards the mountaines- Maximilian duke of Milan 
ſcing the tempeſt that hunge ouer his head, ſentto 
the - ſſers and to Pope Leo for aide, The Pope 
ſentto { is ayde ProfperoCoulonna with 1500, horle, 
whom the french vpon aſodaine(as they paſſed the 
Alpes by aſctret way neuer paſſed before by horſe- 
men) ſurpriſed & toke priſoneratvillafrancha, and 
defcatedal his troupes, Fro thence the king march« 
ed & beclieged Nowara which yeelded vntohim, as \ 
did alſo Alexandria,T ortona& Pania with diuers/0+ 
thertownes: Fartherto make his conqueſt y caſter, 
he pratiſed to pacifie with monie the Gwiſſers who 
were boundto the defence of the duchie of Milan 
as before you haue heard;& to cauſe thEtoreturne 
home,wherevnto they agreed, and rceaued ſome 
ſmall partof the kings money in ſuch ſort that the 
kingaccompred his conqueſt to bee atan ende.But 
the Cardinall of Syon ſo preached vntothemtheir 
league made with the Duke of Milan,that they al- 
tered their mindes,

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And when the king thought they had beene 
telling their money,they came in a great furic and 
inuaded his armie, which valiantly receaued their 
charge. And what with force of canon ſhot, and 
1518 yalour of the Gendarmerie of France (who made a 

mends this day for their cowardile at the battell of 
Nonuara) but eſpecially through the great inagnani- 
miticof the king himſelfe, they were repulſed, and 
ſo hewedin picces two dayes together (tor ſolong 
the battayle endured ) that in the ende they were 
put to flight, & flaineat the leaſt 16000,0f them,6e 
their courages ſo daunted, y atter this they reigned 

not ouer princes as before times they had done. 
This batraile is called the battaile of Marignian, 
which was fought the thirteenth of September in 
the yeare 1515. and was ſo bloudic on both ſides, 
that Maſter Iames of Treuoul who had beene in 
nincteene battayles,reported this to haue beene a 
battayle of Gyaunts, and all the other eighteene 
that hee had been in, in compariſon of this to haue 

beene but battailes of boyes. | 

Theſe Swyſlers purpoſe was if they had ouer- 
throwne the king, to haue diſpoſed at theyr plea- 
ſure of the Duchic of Milan which wholy depen- 
ded vpon them. But their hope was fruſtrate, and 
being thus vanquiſhed they returned home,wher- 
vpon Maximilian Sforce Duke of Milan, and the 
whole Countrey yeelded to the king. The fayde 
M aximilian was ſent into Fraunce , where hee 
was ſo honorably entertained of the King , that 
notwith- 


—— 
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notwithſtanding that he mought afterwards haue 
reeurned home, yet would he neuer fo do, alledge- 
ing that hee was dcliuercd from the ſeruitude of 
the Swyllers , the eucll viage of the Emperour, 
and the trecheric of the Spaniards, whertore hee 
choſe rather to remaine in France,wher he c6tinu- 

ed till his death, which happenedin the yeare 1530, 

Atter this victoric the Pope and all the Princes of 
Iralie ſought the kings amitic,ſo farforthy the Pope 
met with him at Bo/onia,& yeelded vnto him Parma 

and Placencia as members of the Duchie of Milan, 
which 7«liushis predeceſſor had taken beforeas the 
poſſeſſions of the Church . About the ende of this 

yeare dycd the valyaunt Captaine Aluianc,hauing 

done greatſeruice at the battayle of Marignian a- 

boue mentioned, and'was very honorably buried 

at Venis in the Church of Saint Stephan, 


Cha.

Duke ot Burbon gouernour ot Milan,and fo 
ſoone as hee was come into his Realme praQtiſed 
G.iij. to 
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to recouer the Swyſſers to his ſeruice, and to make 
a new league with them, which alſo was broughe 
to paſſe, and they promiſed from time to time to 
ayde him in his warrsagainſtall men,the Pope and 
the Empire onelie excepted , But five of theyr 
- Cantons would not agree to this accord at this 
time, Notwithſtanding abouty ende of this yeare 
thele fiue alſo were contented to enter into league 
with him,but not ſo far foorth as the other cight, 
for they entered into a league offenſiue with the 
King, but theſe fiue onely for the defence of his 
owne eſtates - 

In this yeare dyed Ferdinande king of Aragon, 
and Conſalue otherwiſe ſurnamed the great Cap- 
taine, about a moneth before him, The Duke of 
Borbon gouernour of Milan for the King, accor- 
ding to the kings league with the Yenctians, feng 
vnto them vnder the leading of Monſieur de Zau- 
trech 3000, footemen and 1000. horſe to recoucr 
_ Breſſa & Yerona. But becauſe the Emperour Max- 
imiliay enuying the kings great ſucceſle (as did al- 
ſo the king of England) leauied men of the fiue 
wt by Cantons that were as yet not in league 
with the king, and hauing receaued 50000. angels 
of the king'of England, and being confederated 
with Francis Sforce brother to Maximilian aboue 
mentioned: inuaded the Duchie of Milan with a 
mightic armie of Swyſlers, Lanccknights,and Spa- 
niards: the ſayd Lautrech was conſtrained to re- 
turnc againe with his forces to Milan. : 

The 
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The fayd Maximilian came before Milan with 
this: mightie armie, but being by nature verie in- 
conſtant, and hauing receaued out of England a 
new ſupply of monie, he ſodainly gaue forth that

turned againeto ayd the Venetians, who recoue- 
red Breſla and Verona. Farther Charles Duke of 
Auſtrich,& by his grandfathers death king of Ca- 
ſtile, ſeeing y kings great ſucceſle,& doubting that 
he would inuade the realme of Naples which caſe- 
ly at thattime he mought haue done and was alſo 
purpoled tohaue done,it the Emperour Maximili- 
ans deſcentinto Italic had not ſtaied him,c6cluded 
peace with theking at Noyon,wher were great de- 
monſtrations of amitie betwene theſe two princes, 
& promiſe of mariage betwene the ſaid king of Ca- 
ſtile & Louyſe the kings daughter, & diuers other 
articles agreed vpon which neuer wer performed, 
for the ſaid king of Caſtile ment onely by this diſſi- 
mulation to preſerue his realme of Naples, which if 
the king would hauc inuaded he was notat y time 
in caſe to deiend,by reaſon he was not as yetſetled 
tm his kingdome of Spaine,the people wherof ſee- 
med better affected to Ferdinand his brother (be- 
caulc he had been bred vp among the) chen to him, 
You 
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You hauc heard beefore how the King and the 
Pope met at Bo/onia alter the battaile of Marigman, 
wherealſo the Popereſtored to the king Parmaand 
Placentia,but with this condition thaty king ſhould 
ayde him to chace Francs Maria ae la Rouere Ne- 
phew to-Pope 7u{/zs owt of the Duchie of Yrbin, 
which alſo the king didin the yeare 1516, Andthe 
Popegaue the (aide Duchie of Yrbin to Laurens of 
AMedices his nephew,to whomalſo yking y more ta 
content the Pope gaue in mariage the lady Magde» 
laine heire of the Earledome of 3ouloyne in France, 
of the which mariage iſſued Catherin of Meaices 
qucene of france, Notwithſtanding in y yeare 1517, 
the fayde Francis Maria recouered his Duchie a+ 
gaine out of the Popes hands, & notwithſtanding 


that afterwards by aide of the French y Pope draue 


the ſaid Francis Marta to a hard c6politi6 whereb 
heleſtthe ſaide duchie to the Pope,& was conſtrat- 
ned to take a Penſion in regarde therof: yetcorinu- 
cd henotlong in thiseſtate,for ſo ſoone as pope 4» 
drizn was cholen Pope hereſtored Francis Maria to 
his Duchie of Y/7b/nagaine, who quietly enioyed it 
to his dying day which happenedin the yeer 1528, 
Thus much I thought good to write in this place of

{ meane not to make farther mencion thereof.

dingall theimpediments of the king, and the great 
fute both he and his friends had made to obtaine 
the Empire for humſclte,burgod had otheryiſe dif- 
2599 of it. Wherefore y king hauing failed of his 
10pe for the obtaining of the Empire, and ſeeing 
the powre of the Emperour clect ſo greatly to in- 
create: determined to enter into a ſtraight conlede- 
racie & alliance with theking of England,to whom 
he ſent Ambaſſadors to treate of a mariage betwen 
their children, which was concluded and as well 
mm_— as the othertreatiſe of mariage with the 
ing of Caſtile had bene . Farther the king labou- 
red the king ot England to reſtore Tournay vnto 
him becaule it was a towne that ſerued the Engliſh 
mento ſmall purpoſe, being far from their domini- 
ons, and thedefence thereof being yearely to the 
King of England a great charge, but ſtoode verie 
comimodioully for the king to offend at his plea- 
ſure the Emperour in his low cofitries, which mat- 
ter was ſo carneſtly purſued that forthe ſumme of 
400000, crownes the towne was deliucred into 
the kings hands, and a-ſtraight league concluded 
betwene the king of England and him, and it was 
agreed that the next yeare an enteruiew ſhould be 
o: the two kings betwen Calais and Ardres,which 
alſo was accompliſhed accordingly, with ſo great 
triumph & braucric on both ſfides,that the French 
called the place of the enterview Te Camp de drap 
d'or : 
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d'or : and with fogrcat ucmonſtrations of loue be- 
weene the two rinces, that thc like was not [ſcene 
in many hadred ycares betore, For behdes the roi- 
all & \u;npruous enterrainment that they gauecach 
to other, luch brotherly loue and atlurance was be- 
twene them, thar in one day the two kings went & 
dined each with others Queene, and tarther one 
morning yverie carely the king of Frafice came with 
a ſmalltraine ro Guyſnes betore the king of Eng- 
land was ſtirring, and rould him that he was coine 
toyeld him feltc his.priſoner in his Caſtle ot Guyl- 
nes, whereunto the King of England an{wered 
that he was come to take his harthis/ priſoner which 
was a verie readie & an apt an{were., To conclude 
ſuch 1gnes of pertect loue & amirie paſſed berwen 
* theſe two princes by y ſpace of 15; or 16, dayes (for 

| fo long they were together) that all men rhoughe 
their iricndthip to be indifloluble,& that war could 
neuerarciſe berwene th&,but it happened otherwiſe 
atterwards, whereby it appereth thar heſpake truth 
that ſaid Prizc's amitietobenoinheritance, Not long 
after this enteruiew aboue mEtioned, the nevs Fm- 
perour ele ariued in England, where contraric to 
the king of Fraunce his expectation, he was moſt 
honorably reccaued, in ſuch ſort that the King of ' 
England accompanied him to Calais & afterwards 
to Grauclin, where they were together a certaine 
ſpace in great friendſhipand fraternitie, and where 
diuers things were concluded betwene them no 
wit to the contentation of the King of Fraunce,

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Among other articles this was one , that what 
controuerlic ſocuer happened beetweene the Em- 
crourand the King, the King of England ſhould 
Lon the iudge thereot z which article beecauſe the 
king would not agre vnto,the king of England toke 
occaſion to become his enemic therevpon.

& in his protection, inuaded his enemy with cer- 


taine french forces,and deſtroyed certaine villages 
within the Emperours dominions,wherewith the 
Emperour being much up'>s oa vpon him the 
defence of d- Emeriez his ſubie, and vpon this 


occaſion began the warrs in thoſe parts the flames 


whereof in a moment ſpred ouer all theſe princes 
dominions, for the king PREY the Emperors 
& the king of Englands evell diſpoſition towardes - 
him,determined while the Emperour was troubled 
with yaboue mentioned rebellionin Spaine which 
as yet was vnpacefed, to inuadethe realme of Na- 
uarra, and to reſtoreitto Henry the trew king ther- 
of, fro whole father, Ferdinande king of Spaine had 
wrongfully taken it as beefore you hauc heard, 
The French armie at the firſt had good ſuc- 
ceſſe,& recoucred in effetthe whole Realme, But 
the French Captains puffed vp with pride becauſe 
of this coqueſt,& moued alſo with couctouſneſſe, 
hoping to obtaine ſome goodly bootie in Spaine, 
beecauſe of the great diuiſion the countrey was in, 
entered into the Realme as farre as the Groyne, 
which their inuaſton vnited the Spainards toge- 
ther that becfore were in diuiſton,in ſuch ſort that 


they (et vpon the French , and not onely chaced 
H.yj. them 
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them out of 5paine, but alſo purſewing them far- 
ther entered into Nauarra,trom whence the Kings 
armic beeing in deſtreſ{c both of victuals & money 
was torced to rctire, & loſt all the places which be- 
tore they had tak&1n y ſaid realme as eaſely as they 
had wonne them : Farther the Emperours forces 
incited by this victorie paſſed farther into France, 
and (poyled many places in the countrey,and then 
in ſattic returned home. In Italic allo the Empe- 
rour and his confederats,toke diuers places in the 
Duchie of Milan,and made harp warres vpon the 
king there, wherewith the king being greatly irrita« 
ted,and purpoſing to draw the Emperour from the 
warres in Italie, to looke ne:rerhome,namely into 
Spaine,ſentan armic into B:/cay, & roke Fomtirabia, 
and fortified it and held it till the yeare 1523- when 
the Spaniards recouered it againe as hereafter you 
ſhall heare. And on an other fide alſo the ſaid Em- 
perours forces vnder the leading of the Earle of 
Naſſau inuaded Picarategrafſed Muſancourt,toke Mos 
{on,and beſicged Meziers which Captaine Bayarde 
valiantly defended againſt him , Then the King 
witha mightic armie came downe in perſon into 
Pi. ardie, purpoling to hght with the ſayde Earle of 
Naſ/1u,but whe hefſawthat he would by no meanes 
bee drawen to the battaile, the King departed lea- 
wing his armic vnder the charge of the Duke of 
Bourvonxwho tooke Heſdin & divers other townes. 
But theking himſelfe after his departure out of 
Picardte entered into Burgundie,where he toke and 
ſpoyled 
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fpoyled diuers townes, while the Emperour on 
the other {1de recoucred T owrnay. which had cons 
tinued French till this time, cuer ſince it was re- 
ſtored to them by the'king of England who toke 
it in the time of King Lzvy1s the twelfth as bee- 
fore you haue heard,and thus proceded the warrs

pretending diuers iniuries done 
vnto him by the kings Miniſters in the Duchic of 
Milan,but indede burning with a defireto recouer 
Parma and Placentia,which himſelte as you haue 
heard had after the battaile of Marignian yeclded 
to the king, 

So 
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So the Pope, the Emperour,and Francis Sforce + 


ioyned together againſt the king,and rooke Milan 
(which Monſuur ae Lautrech detended againſt tht 


as long as hee could) and aſterwards alſo Come, f* 


Cremona, Alex andria,and Pauia, Notwithſtanding 
Cremona the {ayd Lautrech recoucred foone after 
againe and the Caſtell of Milan held fill for the 
king. 

While theſe warres in the Duchie of Milan 
endured dycd Pope Leo, and in fauour of the 
Emperour, Adrian the ſixth a Holander & the ſaide 
Emperours {cholemaſter, notwithſtanding that he 
were at that time abſent in Spaine was choſen 
Pope. The French beeing rentforced with new 
ſupplies namely with 10000, Swyſſers entred a- 

ainc into the Duchie of Milan,and came before 
Milan & Pauia,which were ſo defended againſt the 
by Proſp:ro Colonna,that they were forced to depart 
and abandon their ſtege. Wherevpon the Swyllers 
that ſerued in the kings armie,being wearie of the 
warres came to Monſwur de Lautrechand tould him 
that except he would fight with the enemie the 
next day _ would depart home,which the ſayd 
Lautrech at the firſt refuſed tro doe , alledging the 
great diſaduantage they ſhould fight with, becauſe 
they muſt of force affaule y enemies in their camp, 
where Proſpero Colonna and the Marques of Peſcara 
were ſo ſtrongly fortefied y he could not but vtrer- 
ty deſpaire ot the vitorie. Bur notwithſtanding 


all theſe reaſons hehthee muſt with all theſe diſad- 


vauntages 
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uauntages , the Swyſlers hoping of as good ſuc- 


ceſle heere as they had againſt the French, when 
they aſlaulted them in their campeat Nouara. But 


{\ the iſſue fell out cleane contrarie, for notwith- 


ſtanding that theſe Swyſlers furioully aſſaulted the 
enemies campe,yet were they repulſed and a great 
number of them flaine, the French in very good 
order retiring themſelues, 

This batraile is called the battaile of Brcorque, The 
Swiſlers after the battailg returned home not once 
taking their leauc of Lautrech, whoalſo hauing 


"loſt the whole Duchie of Milan through this mu- 


tinous raſhneſſe of the_Swyſlers rctourned into 
Fraunce to the king , leauing athis departure Mon- 
ſieur de Leſcun his brother goucrnour in-Italic of 
thoſe Peices that held yer tor the king , but for 
want both of men and money,ſ{cruice hee could 
doenone,fo that the hnperials tooke Cremona 
and ſoone after alſo Gekoua,and laſtly the Caſtle 
of Milan was alſo yeelded to them. The Emperour 
whoſe affaires fell out according. to his deſire paſ- 
ſed into Spaine, & by the way landed in England 
and ſo preuayled with king Henry that hee decla- 
red himſelfe Imperiall,and ſent a Herraultto defie 
the king. | 

Farther they both ſent Ambaſſadors to Venis 
to diſſwade them from the kings friendſhip and to 
perſwade them to enter into league with them, 
which alſo they obtayned in the ende, But you 


{ball vaderſtand that while theſe Chriſtian Princes 
I ; warred 
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warred thus one vppon an other,the Turke to the 
reproch of themall wan the [le of Rhodes being as 
jt were the bulwark of all Chtiſtendome. And not- 
withſtanding that the great maſter o: the Rhodes 
ſent to all theſe Princes tor ayde : yet were they 
ſo inflamed oneagain(t another, y they preferred 
theyr owne priuate quarells becfore the publique

GERT HE treatic aboue mentioned with 


ſted by the Emperour Duke of Milan,ſo that it was 
thought the king would now attempt no thing in 
_ lll,

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Italie,hauving ſo many cnimics,& his eſpecial frikds 
namely the Venctians being become hus toes, butit 
fell otherwile our as hercatteryou ſhall hcare. 

In the meane time Pope Adrian being come out 
of Spaine into Italic compounded the controuer« 
ſie betwene the Duke of Ferrare and the Church, 
arid endcuoured to reconcile all thoſe Princes to 

ether and' to conuert their Armes againſt the 
Turkc, bur all in vaine. 

About this tyme alſo Charles Duke of Bour- 
bon Conſtable of Fraunceand the greatelt prince 
in the Realme reuolted from the king to the Empc- 
rour. Diuers caules are alleadged bydiuers men of 
hisreuolt, But I think ambition to haue bene the 
onely caule thereof, For lebeing a Prince of great 
courage, and greatly beloued in tae Realme, was 
perſwaded that he could haucdrawen the greateſt 
part of the Realme atter him, and was promiſed in 
mariage Elenor the Emperours ſiſter widow of E- 
manuecll king ot Portugale, and to haucthe carle- 
dome of Prouince conquered by the armes of the 
Emperour and the King of England, and creed 
into a Kingdome dcliuercd to him. And he for 
his part promiſed it ge Emperour would giue 
him the leading of wwelue thouſand Lancknights 
to conquere all Burgundic from the king, and to 
reſtore it to the hk Emperour who claimed it 
as heire to Charles rhe laſt Duke of Burgundie 
{laine by the Swyſlers at the battaile of Nancy in 


the yeare 14,76, 
-) bu Thus 
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Thus ofrentimearethe nobleſt witts ſo drowned 
with an oucrgreat opinion of themſclues,thatthey 
hould thole enterpriſes for caſte which arc in- 
deede inpoſlible ro be atchicucd, 

Notwithſtanding the Emperour vſcd his help 
in the warres, and hee ſhewed extreame hatred-a- 

ainit the king and his countrey all the time of his 
life , for the which moſt men blame him and tew 
commend him. The Emperour having ſtirred v 
almoſt all the Princes of Chriſtendome amvind 
the king,ment to aſſault him on all des , and fo 
to deſtra&t his forces that le (ſhou)d haue enough 
to doe to defend his owne, and by that meanes 
not bee able to offend him in ltalie, Wheretore 
firſt hee ſent an armie to inuade Biſcay which be- 
ſieged Bayonne but could not take it, but Fonta- 
rabia they recoucred from the French,God fo diſc 
poſing of this matter that each partie ſhould hould 
their owne and no more:on the other lidethe king 
of England ſent the Duke of Suffolke with a migh- 
tic armie to inuade Picardie , But God hauing 
commileration as it is to be thought of the poore 
Realme of Fraunce, cauſed the fayde Engliſh 
armie for want of victualles and money to 
_ home without any matter of moment 

one, 

The Duke of Bourbon. likewiſe inuading Bur- 
gundie had no better ſucceſſe, for becing ente- 
red with his twelue thouſand Lanskn'ghts into 
the countrey,both his money and his intclligences 

\ tayled 
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fayled him , and his ſouldiours wanting pay left 

him, andthe moſt part of them went to ſerue the 
king. 
Thus Godfought for the king as long as hee 
Noode vpon the detence of his owne Realme, but 
out of his owne Realme his ſucceſle was farre 0+ 
therwiſe, God as it is to be thought puniſhing 

his ambition in mouing vnneceſſary warrs abroad 

to trouble the ſtate of italie, and notbeing con- 
tented with his large, ritch,and floriſhing Realme 

at home. For you hall vnderſtand that at this 

time he was himfelte paſſing with a mightie army 

into Italic to recover the Duchie of Milan , as 
though without Milan the king of Fraunce were / 
not worthie the name of king. And notwithſtan- 

ding thar Bowrboys reuolt and the inuaftons aboue 
mentioned ſtayed his owne perſon in Fraunce : yet 

his armie conſiſting of 34000.men,hee ſent into 

Tralie vnder the leading of the Admirall #opiuct,to 
recouer the ſayd Duchie of Milan. 

Proſpero Colonna being gouernonr of Milan for the 
Emperour and Francs Sforce met with this French 

armic at the Riuer of Th-ſm with purpoſe to ſtoppe 

their paſſage,but that notwithſtanding they paſſed 
the riuer and Proſþero was foreed to retire to Milan, 
whether it Boniu:t had preſently {olowed him and 
giuen him no leaſure to fortefie the towne, it is 
thought he movught haue taken it without any rc- 
ſiſtance. Bur the a&tions of great ſouldiers are not + 


to bee cenſured by the iudgement of the vulgare 
Laijo * ſort 
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ſort many rcaſons & great daungers mought moue 
him to forbcare to giue Preſþero the chace & attempt 
to take the towne by torce,whichae being generall 
conccaled to himſclic,and deliucred notto the no- 
tice of men, About this time dyed Pope Adrian & 
to him ſucceded /#{iv5 Cardinall of Medices by the 
name of C/exzcat the ſeuenth. The French armie a- 
bouc mentioned vnder the leading of Bonwet belic« 
gcd Milan during the which fiege Profero Conlonne 
dycd in his bed,& to the reliete of the towne came 
the Marques of Peſcara with new ſupplies,and like- 
wiſe the Duke of Boxrbon (hauing tayled of his en- 
terpriſe in Burgunaie ) with 7000, Landsknights 
leuied in Allmaizne by Ferdinand the'Emperours 
brother, by meanes whereof (the Venetians alſo 
ioyning with the Imperials, and the Swyflers that 


came to the ſuccour of the French, traiterouſly re- - 


fuſing to pale the river of Seuze & toigine with the 
Admirals armic)the French were torced not onely 
to abandon y ſiege, butallo with great loſle of men, 
& elpecially of + noble captaine Bayarde to retire 
into France, Bourbon and the [mperials continually 
charging them on the backeas they marched, This 
ſucceſlc had the kingin Italic,andno better had the 
Empcrourin Fraunce, who about the ende of this 
yeare inuadedin perſon with a mightic armie the 
Realme of Fraunce from the tronticrs of Spaine, 
ſuppoſing the {mall exploict done beetore 51youne 
to have proceded from the negligence of his Cap- 
taines,& Saurcter/ehetookea place of ſmall impor- 

tance, 
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tance, which being donehis courage beinggreater 
the his abilitie ro entertaineſo mightie an ar.nic & 
lacking both money & victuals which could hardly 
tolow him in thoſe ſtraight paſſages, beclides that 
the harde weather comming -on which is verie 
terrible in that rockie,and mountaine countrey:he 
was forced to diſinifle his armie & returne home,6: 
to aband6 this enterpriſe, which he had attempted 
againſt the aduice of all his beſt ſouldiours and 
Captaines.

N lulic in the yeare 1 524. dyed Queene Claud? 
at B/oys greatly ro the kings griete,tor ſhe was a 
moſt wiſe and vertuous Ladie, The Imperials 
hauing chaced the French armic cleane our of the 
Duchie of Milan as be'ore you haue heard, but 
knowing the kings magnanimitie to bee ſuch that 
hee would notfaile toatremprtherecouetry therof, 
determined to inuade him firſt in his owne Coun« 
trey,thereby to cauſe him to attend to the defence 
of his owne Realme, & to ſtay him from trobling 
the Emperour on the other fide of the mountains, 
Wheretor&the Duke of Bourbon with a mightic 
armic entered into Prouince promiſing the Empe- 
rour to worke wonders there for his ſeruice, and 

befieged Marſeilles.

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But the king in perſon with a great armie came 
to ſuccour the towne, whe:cvpon Beurboy for all 
his great bragges and the lmperials, wereforced to 
leutc thcir ſiege,and in great haſt retired to Milan, 
whether the king with his whole armic folowed 
them,& ſoone recoucred Milan and in a manner 
the whole countric,cxcept Pauia,betfore the which 
he went and layde his ſiege. Wiicrevpon the Pope 
entered into league with him, and the Swyſlers 
who the laſt yeare had traiteroully refuſed toioyne 
with the Admirall Boxiucts armic and had abando- 
ned the French as before you haue heard, retur« 
ned to the kings {eruice againe. 

But while the king lay beefore the ſiege of 
Pauia and had brought it to extreame neceſlitie, 
Bourbon wentinto Germaniz,and brought with him 
6000, footemen and 2000, horſe: Farther 6000, 
Rhetians being corrupted by the Imperials aban- 
doned' the kings campe and returned home, lea- 
ding alſo certaine bands of Swyſſers away with! 
them, 

The king alſo by the Popes perſwafion had 
ſent the Duke of Albanic from the ſiege of Pauia 
vvith 10000, footemen and 600. horle to inuade- 
the Realme of Naples,fuppoling to drawe the Ime. 
perialls thither ſor the deience of that Realme, 
vvhich notwithſtanding wiſely they {orbareto do, 
knowing the Realme of Naples to be iff ſufficient 
{aftieif they ouer:hrew the king. | 

Thus the kings camp being by the "_—_—_— 
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of thoſe aboue mentioned greatly weakened, and 
the forces thatremayned with him, through the 
corruption of his officers not being the one halfe 
of the number that he payed, which was a won- 
dertull thing that ſuch an abuſe ſhould be offe- 
red to a Prince beeing with his armie in perſon 
himſelfe : rhe Imperialls being ignorant ot none 
of theſe diſorders, determined to inuade him in 
his owne Campe , where through/the defect of 
courage in the Swyſlers hee was taken priſoner, 
him ſelfe fighting more valiauntly then any man 
in his armic : many of the nobilitie were flayne 
and many taken , and the Swyſſers were in man- 
ner all cut in pieces by the Landsknights, in re- 
uenge of the auncient hatred betwene the ſayde 
Swyllers and them, 

This battaile- is called the battaile of Pauia, 
and was fought vpon Saint Mathias day, being 
the day of the Emperours Natiuitic in the yeare 
1525, according to the Italians but 1 5 2 4. accor- 
ding to the French , which variance ariſeth as be- 
fore I haue mentioned becauſe the one beginne 
the yeare ypon the firſt of Januarie and the other 
not before Eaſter, 

The Duke of Albanie aſter the kings captiuitic by 
the Popes mcanes paſſed by ſea with his armie ſafly 
into Fraunce , Thus was this noble King through 
the diſorders principally proceding from his owne . 
officers and Captaines taken priſoner as you have 


heard, who not being diſmayed with this fodaine 
K b10W 
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blow of tortune,behaue himſelf with ſuch prince 
ly mignanimiucyy he was honored & had in adint- 
ratio cucn of bis enemies infuch ſore that his cap« 
tiuitie blemitired not, but rather cauſed his noble 
vertues the more td ſhine,as by this one example 
which I will rchearle (hall well appeare, So loone 
as hee was brought to his lodging hee ſent tor the 
leaders of the Imperiall armic,and tould them that 
hee had a ſute vnto them which he truſted they 
would not denic him, 

Wherevnto when they ſemed doubttull what an- 
ſwere to make,ſuppoling it to bee ſome great mats» 
ter of difticultic thar they mought not aduecnture 
to graunt without the Emperours priuitic, he per- 
ccauing their immagination , tould them it was 
no ſuch important ſuit that required any ſuch 
doubt,onely his delire was that the young French 
boyes taken in y batrel mought nor remaine with 
the Italians , but in exchaunge of other priſoners 
bee deliuered to the Spaniards , which was pre- 
ſently graunted and executed accordingly,though 
not without great admiration of y Impertalls, who 
wondered that the king torgetting his owne miſ- 
fortune being of a Prince made a priſoner in one 
day , could remember to bee ſo care{ull of the 
chaltitic of theſe young boyes,

king afterwards declared his ſpirit to be tarre from 
any ſuch moderation as his externall beehauiour 
made ſhew of, 

Farther you ſhall vnderſtand that theking of Eng- 
land vpon yreccipt of theſe newes,leuied amighty 
armie purpoling in perſon to inuade Fraunce, but 
hee continued not long in thatminde vppon theſe 


occalions folowing, 
K.l).

A The Emperour hauing receaued the 1525, 
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Firlt certaine difficulties aroſe betwene the Empe- 
rour and him, the king demaunding, — but 
equall charges with the Emperour,an vnequall part 
ot the conqueſt of Fraunce, and the Emperour 
hoping to obtaine better conditions of the King 
= of Fraunce by making peace,then he ſhould doe it 
he ioyned with the king of England by making 
Warlc., 

Secondarely the Cardinall of Yorx = being 
altogether French, and enemie to the Emperour 
diſwaded the king of England from farther ioy- 
ning with /the Emperour , who was alredic ſo 
mightie , that his greatnelſe was become terrible 
toall his neighbours round about him, 

Thirdly atter the battaile of Pauia the Em- 

erour ſemed not to make ſo great accompt of the 
Ling of England as before he had done, for firſt 
he refuſed to marie the Lady Mary the king of En- 
om daughter being very young, and maricd the 
iſter of 7hop king of Portugale, as hereafter you 
ſhall heare,with whom he receiued a great maſle 
of money whereot he ſtood in great necde, 
Farther whereas beefore the battaile of Paui- 
a,he neuer wroat letter to the king of England bur 
with his owne hand and with. this ſubſcrption 
7 our ſonn? and Coſu Charles,after y battaile he neuer 
wroat letter with his owne hand nor with other 
ſubſcription then his ſimple name Charles, all the 
which reaſons cauſed the king of England by little 
andlittleto ſtraunge himſelic from the Emperours 


fricnd- 
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friendſhip. But the thing that moſt wrought the 
alteration of his minde was that the Lady Regent 
of Fraunce the kings mother ſent ynto him a gen- 
tleman with tetters very humbly wrtiten, wherein 
ſhe ſignified vnto him,y it was not honorable for 
ſo noble a Prince as he was, to inuade a king bee- 
ing Captiue, &a Chriſtian Realme afflited with 
the captiuitie of their Prince , which ſubmiſſion 
pearced ſo depely into the breaſt of this-coura- 
gious king, that preſently he not onely_djſmiſled 
his armic which he had leuyed to hi#5 arge, not 
demaunding one penie in regarde thereof : but 
alſo from that day forward became the 'greateſt 
friend that the Realme of Fraunce had, and ente- 
rec into league with the Regent for the deliuerie 
of theking hir ſonne,for the accompliſhment alſo 
whereot, the fayd king of England ſo careneſtly 
trauayled with all the ſtates of Chriſtendome, that 
in the endc he cffeted it, in ſuch ſort that ſo ſoone 
as. king Francs had ſet foote in Fraunce, the firſt 
thing he dyd was, that preſently hee wroat a letter 
of thanckes to king Henry aduertifing him of his 
libertie,tor'the which hee acknowledged himfelfe 
more beehoulding to him then to all the Princes 
of Chriſtendome beſides. 

Such true nobilitiereigned in Princes, being 
in hoſtilitic,at thoſe dayes,wheras now this age is 
ſo farr derenerated {ro the magnanimntic of their 
fathers, that one Princeſecketh to take away an 0- 
thers lyte by treaſon, murther, poyſon and ſuch 

K.11j. like 
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like vilanous attempts, which the heathen them- 
ſelues dereſted and abhorred, But to returne to our 
Hiſtoric, The kings captiuitie aſtoniſhed not 
oncly Fraunce but allo all Italic}, beecaule all the 
Princes and ſtates thereot ſemed now wholy to de- 
pend vpon the Emperours clcemencie, none of thE 
bcingable roſtand vpon his owne ſtrength. The 
Pope cſpecially was nota litle gricucd with this ac- 
cident , who notwithſtanding that for his preſent 
ſaftic hee made an accord with the Imperials as did 
alſo the Venetians:yet their hart was tarr from it,as 
the ſequel wel declared: for ſecretly & vnder hand 
they practiſed ro makea league betweene theſtate 
of Fraunce, the Pope,the Venetians,and the duke 
of Milan,againſtthe Emperour, which confederas 
cic the Imperialls hauing diſcouered , preſently 
ſeazcd all the Duchie of Milan to the Emperours 
vic, ſauce the Caſtell of Milan into the which the 
Dukeput himſclfe and endured the fiege, and the 
Caſtell of Cremona, both the which notwithſtan- 
ding the Imperialls enuyroned with trenches on 
al} ides. 
Pur this ſeazing of the ſayde Duchie cauſed 
the Icague to dilcouer it ſelfe ſooner then other= 
wiſcit weuld, Theking to the ende he mought. 
the ſooner recoucr his libertic went into Spaine, 
hoping by prelent conference with the Fmperour, 
the ſooncrto compound all their controuerlies., 
But thc Emperours rigor was fuchin rude hande- 
iinghim, ncucr once vouchiating to come to ſce 
him, 
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him, and propounding ſuch vareaſoaable conditi- 
ons as the king without the ruine of his Realme 
could not accept : rhat the King tell intoa nolt 
dangerous and almoit deſperate yiſcale for veric 
gricte of minde, 

Wheretore\the E-nprrour doubting to loſe 
the fruits of his viftorie by the kings dearh,came 
& vilited him,8 ſo in the end peace was cocluded 
berwene the at Madrid, the 14 of Februariet525,af- 
ter the French,but after the Italians 1526. being jutt 
a yeare lacking but to, daies lince y kings captuuyic. 
But you ſhall vaderſtand y the conditions of this 
treatie were ſo vnreaſonable that (as it is reported) 
the King proteſted hee would not obſerue them, 
when he ould be returned into his Realme,cſpe- 
cially the articles for the reſtitution of Burgundy to 
the Emperour,and the relcaling of his ſoucraintie 
ouer Flaunders 

Norwithſtanding for the performance of this 
treatie Francis and Henry the kings Children were 
deliuered in hoſtage to the Emperour, and for far- 
ther continuance of amitie beetweene theſe two 
Princes it was agreed that the king ſhould marie 
Elenor the Emperours ſiſter, promiſed as betore you 
haue heard to the Duke of Bourboy, but neucr with 
any meaning to performe it. 

And thus was the King delivered, with promiſe 
that ifhe would not p-rforme the treatic,he ſhould 


returne priſorinto Spaine,

atthe battaile of Porters, Farther hee aſſembled the 
eſtates of his Realme, who according to the Kings 
minde vtterly condempned the treatie of Madrid, 
as forced yppon a priſoner by violenceand not be- 
ing in the kings powre to performe, and thus was 
thetreatic broken and the Emperour deluded,and 
{o his owne councell tould himhe ſhould be, be- 
fore the Kings. deliuerie, vnleſſe he altered ſome 
points of the treatie. Notwithſtanding the King 
offered him two millions of crownes for the deli- 
ueric of his children, and diuers other honorable 
conditions in conſideration of the articles for the 
reſtitution of Burgundic, and the releaſe of the So- 
ueraintie of Flaunders,which the Emperour vtter- 
ly reiected,charging theking with periurie, becauſe 
not performing the treatic, he returned not priſo- 
ner againe according to his promiſe. But the Pope 
voluntarely without intreatic had aſſoyled him of 
that oath. 

The king perceuving the Emperours obſtinacie, 
renewed his leaguewith the king of England, and' 
farther cofederated himſelte in Italie with y Pope, 
the Venctians,the Duke of Milan and diuers other 
ſtates againſt the Emperour, who all ioyntly ſent 
vnto him for the deliueric of -the kings children, 
offering him verie honorable conditions in conli- 
deration thereof if he would accept of them, but , 
finding him to ſtande ſtifly vppon the treatie of 


Madrid, and that hee would admit no other con- 
Re” ditions, 
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| ditions they iointly began war vpon him &inuaded 


his domini6s in Italic,& came with their armie be- 
fore Milan hoping to take it & todeliuer the duke of 
Milan who held the Caſtle as yer, but they failed of 
thcir purpolc,& wereconſtrained with diſhonor to 
Icuic their ſiege notwithſtanding y their armie came 
twicctotherclicſc of the ſaid caſtle of Milan,which 
the duke conlidering,deſpairing of ſuccours, & be- 
ing almoſt ſtarued jn the caſtle tor victuals,he made 
a compoſiuo with the duke of Bourbon gouernour 
ot Milan tor the Emperour, whereby he yelded the 
caſtle into his hands, and it was agreed that Coma 
bcing held by the Imperials ſhould be delivered to 
the duke of Milan, & that there he ſhould reſide till 


the Emperourhad heard his juſtification. The Em- 


pecrour lent againſt theconfederats amightic armie 
vndci the leading of the ſaid duke of Bourbon,and' | 
ſought allo to ſtir yp a rebellion againſt the Popein 
Romcirſelte by meancs of the Coulonnois , who by 
cunning toke him priſoner in the vatican, & made 
him yelde to ſuch conditions of peaceas pleaſed 
them,and conſtrayned him to abandom his league 
with the contederats,and to enter into league with 
the {mpcrials, & with theſe conditions he was de« 
livercd by che, But thatnotwithſtanding, the duke 
of Bourbon whoſe armic wanting pay deſired no 
thing more then to. be inriched with the ſpoile of 
Rome,marchcd directly againſt the cirie,toke it, & 
ſacked it though with y lofle of his owne liſe, The

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the caſtle of Saint Angelo,& put totheirraunſome, 
& con(trained to yeld to ſuch coditions of peace as 
it pleaſed the [mperials to propound vnto the, The 
E:vperour hearing theſe newes, ſemed in outward 
ſhew to ſorrow greatly tor y Popes empriſonment, 
& the ſacking of Rome, but the truth is he was glad 
of itat his very hart; whichalſo well appeared, be- 
cauſe that notwithſtanding, he ceaſed not the paſ: 
times & triumphs that he had appointed for 5 birth 
of his ſonne. Bue theking of Fraunce and England 
ſenttheir Ambaſſadorsto y Emperour demanding 


the Popes deliueric , And being entered into a 


ſtraight league rogether by means of the Cardinall 
of 7 orke, who camethis yeare with wodertul pomp 
to Amiexs totheking,they both ſent their Heraults 
to defie the Emperour, &farther the king gaue the 
Emperour the lic, & ſent vntohima cartell of deft- 
ance,whercin he chalenged the combat of him. But 
the Emperourſecing ſo many Princes and ſtates a- 

ainſt him, reſtored the Pope to his libertic,and a+ 

out this time Genoua by meanes of Andre D'oria 


 beeing then in ſeruice with the King retourned 


to the Kings obedience, Whereyppon foorthwith 


the king leuying a mightie armie,(ent it ynder the 
l-adingof Monfou de Lautrech into [tali,, which 


recoucred diuers townes in the Duchie of Milan, 
and beſieged & tooke Pantry ſacked itin reuenge 


of the kings captiuitie,& had ſo good ſuccele there 


that it is thoughtthe French mought haue recoue- 


red not onely Milan,but alſo the whole countrey, 
Liij.

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But the Pope being ſet at libertie, eyther to 
be reuenged of the Emperour, or in hope to haue 
the Realme of Naples tor himlelte, according to 
the agrement in his contederacie with the King, 
pcrſwaded the king to withdraw his armie out of 
the Duchie of Milan where his affaires proſpered 
well, and to ſend Lautrech to inuade the fayde 
Realme of Naples, which the king to gratefie the 
Pope was contented to doe. Lautrech recouered 
all the ſayde Kealme ſaue Naples it ſelfe,which he 
allo bclieged , - But during that ſiege Anare D'oria 
who with the French navic held the towne enclo- 

 ſedby lca,{odainely lett the king,and went to the 
Emperours ſeruice,by meanes whereof the Impe- 
rialls were maſters of the Sea which becfore the 
French commaunded, 

Farther the ſayd 'ori4 reuolted Genoua alſo 
from the king,& dyd much miſchicterothe French 
by ea, But their greateſt miſtortune, and the very 
ruine of this enterpriſe was the plague which ente- 
red into the French campwhereot Lautrech him- 
ſeltc dyed, and whereby his armie was ſo extenua- 
tedthatthe ſiege wasabandoned, and the French 
forced to retourne home having loſt all that they 
had before taken as well in the ſayde Realme as 
in the Duchic of Milan,

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® But the kingot England perceauing the Fmpe- 
rours cunning, and not beeing 1gnorant of the 
poore eſtate the Realme of Fraunce was allen in- 
to, hauing ſuſtained luch a continuall tempeſt of 
warrcs againſt ſo many mightie enemies, cucr 
ſince the beeginning of the reigne of king Levvis 
the twelfth till this very time as by the courſe of 
this Hiſtoric aboue written you may calely per- 
ccaue of a noble and heroicall mynde, ſent Sir 
Francis Brian, withall the Emperours obligations 
and the ſaide Tuell to king Francis,willing him on 
his pare to ſignifie vnto y king, firſt tor the 400000, 
crownes of debt dew-vnto the ſayde king of Eng- 
land by the Emperour;theking his' maſter would 
give the King libertie to paye them in fue 
yearcs.

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And thenext yeare 1 5 30. the king maricd E- 
lenor the Emperours fiſter, and the layde Empe-

Alltheſtates of Italie were reconciled to the

Notwithitanding he laboured to draw the Pope 
to his parne, by offering a mariage beetweene the 
ſecond ſonne of Fraunce & Catherin niece to the 
ſayd Pope,which afterward allo trooke effect, And 
not content therewith, hee ſought allo ro {tire vp 
the Turke againſt the Emperour, and tarcher both 
he and the king of England practiſed a confedera- 

? the Princes of Germanie as they 
knew to beeuell affected to him. In this ycare allo 
the kings mother dyed, and the duchie of Britaine 
was incorporated to the crowne of Fraunce,, + 

| Intheyeare 1532, the Turke by the kings 
perſwaſion as the Emperour fayde'innaded Hun- 
garie, & hauing ſpoyledand robbed all theCoun- 
rey retourned ſodainely'to Conſtantinople,con- 
trarie ro'the expectation of. the king of England 
and Fraunce,both the whicl hating the Emperour 
moſ*: deadly, met together about this time at Bou- 
loyne, and afrer went both together to Calais, 
where they were agreed to haue proclaymed wart 
againſt the Emperour-during the Tutkes inuaſton 
ot Hungane. | | 
Bur the Tarkes ſodaine drparture out of the ' 
ſayde Realme, and his retourne to Conſtantinople 
cauſed themro alter their mindes, and to deferre 
the warre till a more conuenienttime., _. 
Notwithſtanding wiſely they gaue foorth, 
that their meeting was to conferre together how 
| tO 
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to make reliſtance againſt the Turck,& the better to 
colour their pretence, they ſent Ambaſladours to 
diucrs Princes of Germanie,& other potcnrares of 
chriſtendome,toperſwade the toenter into league 
with them againſt the ſayd Furck. But che Empe- 
ror on y other{1de not being ignorant of thele their 

raiſes came into Italie,and the Pope and he met 
together at Bolonia, wher in outward demonſtra- 
tions were great ſignes of loue and amitie, Bur it 
well appeared that their harts were tarre aſunder, 
tor the Emperour obtaincd no thing of tliat he 
delired, 

For firſt he perſ[waded the Pope to beſtow his 
niece Catherine of Medices vppon Francis Storce 
Duke of Milan, and ſecondarclie that he would 
aſlemble a enerall councell both the which were 
denied him, onely the Pope at the Emperours ecar- 
neſt ſollicitation,and becaule he would not altoge- 
ther diſcontent him , agreed to enter into league 
with the Emperour, with the king of Romains his 
brother, and the other potentates of lralic (all 
ſauce the Venetians who rctuſed to be comprehen- 
ded in the ſayd league) tor the defence of their 
eſtates in Italic, and each man was rated what 
charges he ſhould beare inthoſe warrs, 

Bur with what minde this league was made 
ſoone aſter well appeared, for the Emperour was 
no ſoner departed! into Spaine,but the Pope & the 
king metat Marſeilles,yher the martage betwen the 


fecond ſonne of Fraunce and rhe Popes niece was 
M1. accom» 
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accompliſhed, & farther the king moved the Pope 

tor the Bull of deuorce betwene the king of Eng- 
and and his wife the Einperours Aunt, which had 
betore bene graunted in the yeare 1529. and ſent 
into England to Cardinall Campegius, in whole 


hands it remained till the Pope for teare of the Em+- 


perour commaunded it to be burned, and at this 
timeallo notwithſtanding the kings ſoliciration for 
theſamereaſon it couldnot be obtained, Where- 
fore the king of England withdrew him ſelte and 
his Realmefrom the Popes obedience,andproclai- 
med him ſelte ſupreme head of the Church within 
his owne dominions, 

Soone afterthis meeting the Pope dyed,and A- 
lexander Farneſeſucceded him by y name of Paule, 
the third, Farther the Duke of Wirtemberg i 10y- 
ning vnto him the Lantzgraue of Hefle, by y kings 
ſolicitation & with his monie inuadcd the Duchte 
of Wirtemberg,wherot the ſayd Duke had before 
bene diſpoſſeſle d by the king of Romaines, and re- 


- couered itlittle to the ſayd king of Romaines con- 


tentment, who notwithſtanding fearing farther 
troubles in the abſence of his brother the Empe- 
rour in Spaine, was forced to wink thereat. 

This yeare alſo So/ymay the great Turck was 
ouerthrowen and put to flight in Perſia by the 
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Cha. 12.

T he king eſtabliſheth legions 
of footemen in Fraunce, VF arres bee- 
tw-ene the Emperour © the King about 
Sauoy.

Naſſau beeſue- 
geth Perona in vayne, The King inua- © 4 
a*th Picardie and Artoys. The warrs 
of Picmont and $ aluſſ:s, truce for three 
moneths. 


FH HE Emperour being in peace with 
tons WF the king made a journey into Atrica 
Fo) *; and conquered Thunis and Goutlet- 
Va x ta,and (o victorioully returned into 
= Italic, The king in the meane time 
eſtabliſhed diuers lawes tor the good gouernement 
of his Realme, and wichall made alſo great proui- 
ſion for the warrs, for he leuyed in his Realme an 
army of.50000. footemen which were in conti- 
nuall pay, and were diuided into Legions after the 
auncient Romaine diſcipline, and theſe were al- 
waics in a redineſſe to offend or defend as occa- 
ſion required, In the meane time dyed the Duke 
of Milan, and the whole country was yelded to 
the Emperour,who ſceing the king in a readincfle 
with ſo mightie an armic, and doubting that he 
would vppon a ſodaine inuade the ſayd Duchie 


of Milan,bcing viterly vnfurniſhed at that time of

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all things necefſarie for defence : thought good to 

temporiſc with the king , and to entertaine him 

with communication ot marriage bectweenethe 

Daulphin and the princefle ot Portugale daughter 

to Queene Etenor,and likewiſe betwene Mor ſienr 

de inzouleſme the kings third ſonne & the Princeſle 

of Spaine the Emperours daughter,but notwith- 

ſtanding all this temporiſing,the hatred theſe rwo 

princes bare the one to the other could noe lon- 

ger bee {mothered, but brake out into a bluddie 

- warre vppon this occaſion which 1 will now 4c- 
hcarlc. "4X 
1536. The king claymed the duchie of Sauoy as 
- appertayning to him in the right oft his mother, 

forthe which cauſe hee inuaded it with his armie_ +> 
and conquered the whole countrey, The duke was 
entered into leaguewith the Emperour andprayed 
ayde of him,who ſent Anthonie Lenato his reliefe. 
But the Kings armic becing firſt in a readinefle 
chaſcd the Sattoyan cleane out of his Countrey 
betore the Emperours ayde could come vato him, 
The Emperour came to Rome where 'in the 
conliftorie , hee made a moſt bitter inuceCtiue as 
eſt the king, wherevnto the King anſwered 
YER. by writing at Jarge . Farther the ſayde Emperour 
*24* lecing his contcderate the Duke of Sauoy thus 
ſpoyled of his countrey, in a great fury entered, 
with a mightie armie into Province, perſwading 

himſcite ſoone ro beLord of all Fraunce, 


But after hee had remayncd in Prouince-a 
| while 
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while,and ſaw the preparation that the king made 
againſt him, his armie allo being in greaepenurie 
and diſtreſſe, becaulc the king had lo ſtopped all 
the paſſages that no victuals could come to his 
campe,he loone returned into [talie without do- 
ing aty thing worthic of remembraunce, finding 
the Realme of Fraunce a-morlell not ſo caltc to 
be {walowed vgas he imagined, on the other ſide 
the Earle of Naſlau at the ſaine time inuaded Pi- 
cardic and beſieged Perone,but after he had lyen 
two moneths before the towne,he was forced to 
leauic his ſizge and deparr,the ſelfc ſame day that 
the Emperour-retired out of Province. 

Thenithe King on tae other fide inuaded the 
Emperours dominions in Picardie and Artoys, 
where hec/{poyled many rowaes and villages,and 
tooke Heſdin both rowneandcaſtell;and lykewile 
SaintPol which he ſtrongly fortefied . Notwith- 
ſtanding the armie Imperiall vnder the leading of 
the Earle:of Buren, ſ5one alter recoucred Saint 
Pol, andentered into': Fraunce', and tooke 
Monrceuiliand {poyled many- other rownes, and 
there truce'was concluded beerweene theſe two 
Princes dominions onely in thole patrs, for tenne 
monethes. LW 01 

'/ -Bnt the warres in Piemont endurcd till. for 
you ſhall vnderſtand that about this tyme Fran- 
cis Marques of Saluſſes moſt traytcroufly and 
without any occaſion leftthe King and went to the 
Emperours ſeruice, forthe which caulc the kings 

armie 
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armic in Picmont entcred into the-layde Marqui- 
larc and before any ayde could come to the Mar- 
ques from the Impecrials, {eazed all the countrey 
into the kings hands. þ 
Notwithſtanding ſoone after the armie Im- 
periall vadcrthe leading of the Marques du Guaſt 
recouered in manner the whoie countrey againe, 
and reſtored itto the ſayde Marques, all faue the 
caltcls of Vcrcuio & Carmagnola,the larer allo wher- 
of they went and belieged,& there the ſayde Mar- 
ques of Saluſles was flaine with a musket ſhor, 
But notwirhſtanding that accident,the Marques 
of (Gualt roke the {aide Caſtell of Carmagnolla, and 
entered into Piemont where hee recouered many 
places, which the King ſecing, ſent a mightic 


armie into Piemont vnder the leading of Henry 
the Daulphin his ſonne, who preſented batraylc 


to the ſayde Marques of Guaſt,which hee'beeing 
tarre in{criour in torces refuſed, - - - 11 

The Daulphin recoucred in a manner ll 
the places that the ſayde Marques had betore:t+ 
ken. The king alſo himſelfe paſted. inipcrion in 
to Piemont , Wherevpon. by the mediation of 
the Queene of Hungarie the Emperours tiſter'a 
gencrall rruce was conclvded for three moneths 
as well for thcle parts as beetore it had beene for 
Picardie,

at Nice in Prouince, a truce # there 
concluded for terne Jeares . T he Empe- 
rour and the King meete at Aigueſ- 
mortes. The Empreſſe dyeth . Gaunt 
rebelleth.T he Emperour paſſeth through 
Fraunce and repreſſeth the rebellion of | 
Gaunt , The Kings Ambaſſadors are 
\ flayne . The Emperours vnfortunate 
voyage to Argier. The T urke iunadeth 
Hungarte. 


] VT the Pope ſecing the miſerable 
ſtate Chriſtendome was brought in- 
S8| to, through the continuall warrs of 
i theſe two great Princes, trauayled all 
y hee could toeſtabliſh a firme peace 
betwene them, whereforc he intrea- 
ted them borh to meete him at Nice in Prouince, 
Wherevnto they both condeſcended, and 
accordingly in Tune they all three met at the ſayde 
place of Nice, where the Pope endeuvoured to 
make a finall peace betweene them, but when hee 
perceiued that could by no meanes bee broughe 
to paſſe, hee concluded a truce for renne yeares, 
which beeing done they all departed,the Pope to 


goe to Romethe Emperour into Spaine, and the 
N king 
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king by Auignion to retourne into Fraunce . But 
{5 {oouc as the king was arriuedat Auignton, hee 
reccaucd newes that the Emperour becing at Villa 
Francha,would gladly againe ſpeake with h1m,and 
thatitit pleaſed him to come to Aigueſmortes he 
would there mcete him, The king ſent the Queene 
to Villa Francha tor vitit hir brother the Emperor, 
and himlelte itvolowed after to Aigueſmortes,wher 
the Emperour came on land, and dyned with the 
King, and lodged with him all night in great de- 
monſtration of loue and frarernitic . Afterward 
allo the king went with the Emperour into 'his' 
galey, where they were together a long time,& lo 
11 great amitic departed the Emperour into Spaine 
and the King home. 
inthe ycare 15 3 9, dyed the Empreſle, and the 
towne of Gaunt rebelled againſt the Emperour,& 
ſent to ſubmitthemſelues to the king, who not one 
ly retuled them, but alſo aduertiſed the Emperour 
thercot,who meaning in perſon to ldppeeſſs their 
reb:Ilion, and knowing the tourney. by ſea to bee 
lony,and dangerous,bccauſe tempeſt mought caſt 
him vpon the coaſt of England,(the king whereot 
was his cncmic) as it had done his father in times 
paſt: {cnt to the king, d: firing him that he mought 
paſſe the next way through France, promiſing him 
the reſticution of Milantor one of his ſonncs, bur 
hee beſougat him notto demaund any afluraunce 
thacot in writiny.till hee ſhould be come intothe 
low countreys, leaſt hee ſhould ſceme to yer he 
aide 
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faide duchic not of his owne accord, but by con- 
ſtraint to obtaine his paſſage through Fraunce. 

The king agreed toall his demaunds,&receaucd 
him into lis realine,and conueighed him through 
it into his owne dominions with all the honor thar . 
poſſibly mought be imagined. Butatterhe was pals 
{ed out of y realme of France,firſt he beganto tems» 

oriſe about the reſtitution of the ſaid Duchic of 
Milan till hee had ſpoken with his brother the king 
of Romaines,and afterwards flatly denied that he 
had made any ſuch promileat all, and thus was the 
king deluded, agreable whereunto certaine words 
much vied by the Emperour in his paſſage through 
Francc,wer better vnderſtod after his faid paſſage 
by the ſequell that folowed, than whan they were 
vttered, for you {hal vnderſtad y 3/0nſeeur de Sanſſac 
was appointed to attend vpon him with all ſorts of 
Haukes,whercin the ſaide Emperour ſemed to take 
grcat delight, cſpecially with flyingat the Kight, 
which the French call Yoler le Milan, in ſo much 
that he vicd often to al ke the ſaid Sanſſac whether 
they ſhould Y o/er le Milan, 

Which aſter his departure out of Fraunceand 
bis deluding of the king torthe reſtitution of the 
Duchiec of Milan,was interpreted not to be ment 
of flying at the Kight, but asa icaſt the Emperour 
in his owne concelt made at the Kings {tmplicitic 
in beelceuing that for his paſſage through Fraunce 
he would reſtore tae ſaid Duchic, 
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1540, The ſaid Emperour vnder colour and promiſe 
of pardoningthe Gantoys all their offences entered 
with his armic into Gaunt, where he made a blud- 
dy and cruell execution of all the offendors , tooke 
away their weapons,ſeazed all their priuiledges, & 
builta Caſtle of the Abby of Saint Btuon to com- 
mand the rowne& hould it inawein the nature of 
a citadelle . This diſſimulation of the Emperours 
aboue mentioned touching the reſtityti6 of Milan 
ſo faithfully promiſed,gauethe king iuſt cauſe tobe 
iclous of al is actions, and to fortcfie himſelfe a- 
gain(t him with as many friends as he could make, 

. wherfore he ſent Ceſar Fregoſe & Kicon his Ambaſl- 
1241+ adors the one to the Yenetians,y other to negotiate 
with the Turke, who paſſing peacably through the 
dominions of the Emperor as the kings good bro- 
ther, friend and confederate,were both ſlaine vpon 
the Riverof Poe by the Marques of Gu4/f,and that 
by the Emperours commaundement as the King 
ſayde, whoſe meaning wasto haue found their in- 
{truftions about them, and ſo to haue diſcouered 
all the kings ſecrets; But the ſaid Ambaſſadors for 
the better aſlurance,had ſentrheir packees an other 
way to Venis, & ſo the ſaid Marques fayled of his 
purpoſe, The king demaunded iuſtice at the Empe- 
rours hands for this wicked fa&t, naming vnto him 
the men y had committed this vilanous murther,& 
direQly pong the ſayde Marques to haue beene 
author thereof, But becauſe the Emperour refuſed 
to doc iuſtice heerin,as reaſon was he ſhould haue 
done, 
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done,it is manifeſt that the fat was not commited 
but by his commaundement, In this yeare alſo the 
Emperor made his iourney by ſea into Africk pur- 
poling to beſiege Argier but his nauie was lo toſſed 
with tempeſt,that with great daunger of his perſon, 
and infinit loſſe both of treaſure,munition,ſhips,8 
men,he was forced to returne home.But ithad ben 
much more honorable torhim to haue gone toaide 
his brother, hom y T urke ſpoiled at this very time 
of the greateſt part of Hungarie , then to haue at- 
tempted this voiage into Africk,which yking char- 
ed the Emperour to procede of couardiſe, alledg- 
ing that becaule he durſt not goe againſt the Turks 
who was in perſon in Hungarie, he choſe the other 
enterpriſe as eaſier and of lefle daunger : But to

Warrs renewed betwene the Emperour and the kinr.The 
king inuadeth the Emperour with foure armies, T he Em- 
perour inuadeth the Duke of Clenes,T he king winneth 
Lander ſey,inuadeth Luxembourg the ſecond time , The 
Emperor ioyned with the king of England, be ſwrged Lan- 
derſey,but in vainc.

T He king ſeing theEmperour returned from his 
voiage in Africk,(during the which likea Chri- 
ſtian Prince he forbare to attempt any warre againſt 
him) ſolicited him earneſtly to doe juſtice for the 


murther of his two Ambaſſadors,and fatther ſent 
N.uj, to 
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to Marie Queene of Hungarie the Emperours ſt- 
ſter & regent of ylow countries to haue the towne 
ot S. Pol delivered. to him according to the Artt- 
cles of the late truce concluded betwene the Em- 
perour and him. But receauing vppon both theſe 
points an an{ivertharliked him not,he determined. 
to recoucr by warr that which he could not abtain 
by reaſon, Wherefore he inuaded the Emperours 
dominions with foure ſcuerall armies, Firſt he ſent 
one armie vnder the leading of the Daulphin his 
ſ{onneto belicge Perpignian inthe coſitie of Rouf- 
ſilion in Spaine, ſuppoſing the towne to be worſe 
prouided tor detence than in deede it was,and this 
armic did him no ſeruice, but was forced to returne 
home &relinquiſh the enterpriſe. The ſec6d armie 
vnder the leading of the Duke of Orlcis the kings 
ſecod ſonne,inuaded;the Duchie of Luxembourg, 
& toke almoſt all che ſtrog places therof,cuen Lux+» 
embourg it ſelfe, _ 

Farther during the aboad of the Kings armie 
before Luxembourg, certaine bands were deli- 
ucred ro the Duke of Longueuille and Martin 
yan Roſſa, who met with theprince of Orenge 
comming to relieue the ſaid rown of Luxembourg 
and onerthrew him,and purſued him euen to And- 
werpegates,the ſuburbes alſo whereof they roke 8: 
290//-d & burned them, bur the towne they could 

3: take, wherefore they-returned to the Duke of) 
1-2nclyirg fill atthefiege of Luxcmbourg,and 

loyncd ihomilucs with him, 
| But 
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But Luxembourg bcing taken-the king reuo- 
ued: home his ſonne, whole back was no ſoner 
turned, but the Imperialls preſently recoucred all 
the ſayd Duchie from the French, - | 
The third armic vnder the leading of the Duke 
of Vendoſme inuaded Artoys and {poiled all the 
countrie,and toke diucrs (inall places, and that be- 
ing done, the ſayd Duke lodged his armicall the 
winter .in the garriſon townes. The fourth armie 
was ſent into Piemont with a purpoſe toſhaue en- 
tered into the Duchie of Milan, But the Empe- 
rour had prouided well for the d:tence thereof, be- 
lides thatto ſtay the French from attempting aught 


_ che ſayd Duchie of Milan, the Maxques of 
uaſt was (ent into Piemont to make head againſt 


the French, where betwene him and Monſieur de 
Langey generall of the French torces, who dyed 
during theſe warrs, and afterward: betwene him 
and the Marſhall d'\nnebault many feats of acmes 
but no greatexploit was done,&thus thele foure 
armies ſtode the king in an exccſſue charge and 
turned him neither ro honor nor profit. Notwith- 
ſtanding the armie that was in Picardie vnder the 
leading of the Duke of Vendoſine, winter being 
\ paſt, put it {elſe againe into the field and tok? di- 
uers places in Artoys,and namely Lilliers alittle 1543, 
but a ſtrong towne & likewiſe Bapaulinez& burned

The Emperour on the other {ide being ayded b 
the king of England beſieged LZandeyſey tortefied by 
the French as you haue heard , whether the King 
came in perſon with a mightiearmie to relieue the 
rowne, in ſuch ſort thatthe two armies ioyned ſo 
"mh together that the battell was aſſuredly looked 

or, 

But the king having ſufficiently vitualed andre: 
lieucd the towne which was the onely cauſe of his 
comming, retired fafly with his armie into France, 
and the Emperour ſooneatter,tor want of vituals, 
and becanſe of rhe continuall raine that fell,& the 
winter that approched,about y ſeucnth or eighth 
of Nouember levyed his ſiege. A man may mar- 
uayle heere how it thoule come to paſſe that the 
King o: England,betwene whomand the King had

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beneſo ſtraighta league,and from whom ſo many 
curtelies had proceded towards the king and his 
Realme in their moſt troubles and greateſt aduerſi« 
tics, thould now become his foe andioyne with 
the tmperour (whom hee had ſo deadly hated) in 
the inuaſton of the kings dominions, 

But you ſhal vnderſtand that this proceded partly 
of the king of Englands owne diſpoſition, partly 
through the kings tault, and partly through the 
Emperours cunning, Firlt as touching the King 
ot England,trew 1 1s that as himſelfe was a Prince 
of a noble and a franck minde and one thatwould 
endcuour to pleaſure his friend.to his vttermoſt 
power : ſoif himſcitc likewiſe werenot ſatiſfied in 
all his &&maunds at his friends hands, hee was by 
nature apte to ſtrange himſelte from his friend,not 
alwayes ſo depcly conſidering as was requiſit his- 
friends abilitic to accompliſh that which hee deft- 
red, 
And becauſe hee had ſhewed himſelfe a firme, 
yea almoſt an onely iri-nd to the realme of France

of his monie, through want of abilitie,tor the Em- 
peror held him in (uch continuall wars,that he was 
forced to leauie extreamly of his ſubiects, & never 
could bein caſe to pay debts,& as touching the {e- 
cond point namely y Bull of deuorce, trew itis that 
the king after 5 reſtitution of his children trauailed 
not ſocarneltly in y bufines as betore he had done, 
either becauſe he held ſomwhat of the diſpolition 
of his countrey men,who are ſaide to remember good 
turns nolonger thi they be in doing, or becauſc he was 
loth to offend 5 Emperour, with whom he had c6- 
cluded peace & whoſe ſiſter he had maried,or be- 
cauſc he tound y Pope obſtinate,or a feard to graſit 
the Bull in reſpe& of the Emperors greatnes in [ta» 
lie,orlaſtly becauſe he held the caſe deſperate,cſpe- 
cially after the king of Englands reuolt from the 
"_ Whether any of theſe realons,or all of them, 
or ſome other vnknowne to vs cauſed him to deale 


\cowldly in the king of Englands buſineſle wecan 


bur devine, but certaine it is that the kings remiſ- 


neſſe in this cauſe mightely grieued the King of 


England,and diminiſhed a great part of his loue to- 
wards the king. 
. « Laſtly 
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Laſtly as touching the Emperour, hee vſed cx- 
ceding cunning to ſeuer thele two Princes, whoſe 
amitic hee (aw to bee the countermine of all his 
practiſes and proccdings, | 

For firſt hee turned ouer his owne debtto the 
king of England,vpon the king of Fraunce,of pur- 
pole to calt a boane betweene them to ſer them 
at variance as before you haue heard : Farther ſo 
ſoone as he perceued the king of Englands minde 
to bee a little alienated from the king, hee fayled 
not to doe his endeuour to aggrauate euerie ſmall 
vnkindeneſſe, and to make a mountaine of euerie 
moulehill, 4 

Becltdes this hee wroate paſſing kinde letters to 
the king of England,deſiring him to remember the 
oulde triendſhip that had euer beene betwene the 
houſe of Burgundie and the Realme of England, 
and likewiſe not to forget the auncientenmiticand 
the many quarells that were yet depending bce« 
tweene England and Fraunce, adding that if any 
. vnkindeneſſe had paſſed betweene them two in 
regard of his Aunts cauſe, it was now cleane fot- 
gotten on his part by his Aunts death , intima- 
ting farther vnto him,that if hee the ſayde Empe- 
rour would embrace the king of France his friend- 
ſhip : the king offered to enter into league with 
him, and to abandon his league with the ſayd king 
of England,or any other prince in Chriſtendome 
thatthe ſayde Emperour ſhould millike of,

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And at ſuch times as the Emperour had theſe 
purpoſes in his head, hee would in apparance 
make ſo much of the king of Fraunce, and haue 
{uch conference with him and his Ambaſladors, 
and {ceme ſo wholy in all matters to depend vp- 
pon his direftion and aduiſe, that hee made not 
onely the king of England, butall the kings other 
contcderats in Chriſtendome to doubt that he 
ment to doe as the Emperours letters reported, 
namely to enter into league with him , and to 
forſake all his other friends, and thus vnderhand 
the Emperour made the king himſelfe the inſtru- 
ment to cut his owne throat, and to ſcuer from 
him all his friends, 

Whervnto 1 alſo adde that to draw the king of 
England to his partie & to ioyne armes with him, 
he offered him of the conqueſt of Fraunce what 
portion he would deſire himſelfe, and by theſe 
meanes was the King of England wonne from 
the Kings friendſhip, and ſcent a Herrault to de- 
he the King, and preſently paſſed ouer his for- 
ces to ioyne with the Emperour before Landercy

The Emperour on the other ſide by cunning 
entered into the towne of Cambray,and in appa- 
rance le[t them in their auncient libertie, but in- 
dcede ſo bridcled rhem, by a citadelle wiiich he

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cauſed the Citizensthelſelues attheir owne charge 
to build,and intothe which he puta gariſon of þ's 
owne {ouldiours, that he brought them toplaine 
ſlaucricand bondage. Fartherthe ſayd Emperour 
ſent allo WilliaFarle of F urſtemberg with an army 
to recouer Luxembourg,who recoucred diucrs pla 
ces in the countrey,& went and layed his fiege bo. 
fore Luxembourg it ſel{e,but hearing of the prince 
of Melphes coming to ſuccour the towneghe leuy- 
ed his ſiege & retired into Allemayne,& the Frech 
recouered all the places that before they had loſt, 
But the Engliſh on the other (ide ſpoiled and forra- 
ged all the countrey of Boulonoys, The king has 
uing ſuccoured Luxembourg,ſentan army into Pie 
mont vnder the leading of the Earle of Arghien a 
moſt valiant yong prince, who wan diuers townes 
there & in the Marquiſatof Saluſſes from the Mar- 
ques of Guaſt generall of the Emperours forces,8: 
went and befieged Carignan,whether the ſaid Mar 
ques with yarmy [mperiall came to leuie the ſiege, - 
but the French at a place called Serizoles,gaue him 
battaile and ouerthrew him,& ſlew 7000.0t his atr« 
mic and tooke 2000 priſoners, After the which bat= 
taile the ſaid Monſicur d'Anghien toke Carignan 
and diuers other townes in Piemont & in the Mars 
quiſat of Montſerrat, But on the other ſide the 
Emperour with a huge armie inuaded the Duchie 
ot Luxembourg,and recouered Luxembourg the 
chiefe Citie thereof, and diuers other townes, and 
namely S,Difter,which laſt was takE with great dif+ 
hcultie 
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ficultie,& long deteded it ſelfe againſt che Imperial 
armie, This yearcalſo the Emperour & the king of 
Englad being c6tederared together,inuaded France 
with ſo great forces, } itis reported abouc 80000, 
m&to haue benin both theirarmics, Their purpoſe 
was to haue ſacked Paris,as vndoubredly they had 
done, it the king of England had marchcd tor- 


ward according to his promis to the Emperour, & 


had notſtayed at the ſiege of Bouloynegby meanes 
whereof the Emperour iecing his armic to be in 
diſtreſſe of victualls, & that the Engliſh armie mar- 
ched not forward to his ſuccouraccording to their 
agrement, concluded peace with the king and reti- 
red his forces outof Fraunce. In the mcane time 
the king of England wan Boloyne which was yel- 
ded to Fim by Monltcur de Veruins the fourth of 
September, which being done the king of England 
returned home and landed at Douer the fel of 
October, 

Notwithſtanding the nextyeare attcr many (kir- 
miſhes and feates ofarmes done betwen the french 
and Engliſh as well by ſca as land, peace was trea- 
ted off betwene theſe two Kings, and in the ende 
atter many difficultics:@ncluded,butnor proclay- 
med before Whitſonday being the thirtenth of 


Iune 1546. & thus God miraculouſly preſerucd the. , 


Realme of Fraunce,which vndoubtedly had ſtoad 
in great daunger, if God had not put into the 
king of Englands head to ſtayat the ſiege of Bou- 


lonic and not to match forward to ioyne with the

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Emperour as hee ought to haue done,which his 
error in all apparance was thc preleruation of the 
Realme of Fraunce. | 

The Emperour hauing made peace with the 
king entered into watre ag2tnit the Proteſtants of 
Germanic, and both he & they ſent to king Fran« 
ces for ave, bur he rctuled to giue ayde to ey« 
ther of them, promiling to be an indifferent friend 
to both, i 

The eight and twenteth of Tanuarie folowing 
diced Henry king of England, which newes the king 
tooke grieuouſly when he heard it,as well becaule 
of the great good will that had been betwene th&, 
as allo becaule the king was in hope to haue made 
a firme league with him, & laſtly becauſe thry two 
having beene almoſt of one ycares and of one c6- 
wlexion,he foreſaw his owne ende to draw neere, 
Norwitiſtanding after the layd king ot Englands 
death,he renewed the league lately made betwene 
them twaine,with king Edward king Henryes ſon, 
and not long atter dyedalſo himſelte at Ramboller 
the laſt day of Mazxch in the yeare 1 5 46. after the 
French accompr,who begin nor y yeare till Eaſter, 
hauing lived 53. yeares & reigned two and thirtie 
and three moneths,and ſixedayes, 

This was a Prince endued with many excellent 
parts, e[pectally magnaninntic, curteſie and libera- 
litie, and farthcr ſo great a patron, louer, and ad- 
uauncer of learning,that he may iuſtly be called the 
lather & iounder of good letters. What his fortune 

was 
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was in this world may caſely be gathered out of his 
Hiſtorie,wherin it doth appeare that ſhe was more 
troward then fauourable vnto him , but one great 
grace of God he had,thatno aduerſitiewas able to 
diminiſh the magnanimitie of his minde, befides 
that he was of an excellent memorie and exceding 
eloquent.in his owne tongue.

the Pope (who ſent him ayde in theſe warrs) that 
his quarel was Rcligion, but to y princes Proteſtars 
ot Germanie,many of y which were in his Camp 68 
ayded him,he pretended that he made warr vppon 
tiem tor their rebellion,although in truth neither 
of both theſe were the cauſe motite of this warre, 
bur his owne ambition, for his purpoſe was by.v- 
ſing the Germanies help againſt the Germaines, ſo 
to weaken both parts, and in the meane time ſo to 
plant garriſons of Spaniards in theſtrong places of 
the countrey, that in the ende he mought make 
the calter conqueſt of the whole, And ſuch ſucceſle 
he had at the beginning of theſe warrs,that he toke 
the Duke of Saxonie priſoner, & made the Lantz- 
praue come & yeld him ſelte to his mercic,but with 
this condition that he ſhould not be detained in 
priſon,which article the Emperour ſo gloaſed with 
a Spanith expoſition, that,that notwithſtanding he 
cmpriſoned him,alleadging that the article menti- 
oned onely perpetual empriſonment. The Palfz- 
oraue alſo and the Duke of Wirtemberg and di- 
uers other Princes and free Townes ſubmitted 
them ſclues to him and with their money bought 

their peace. | 
You haue heard before how Henry the eight 
king of England dyeda little before king Francis, 
and left behinde him Prince Edward his _—_ 
childe 
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childe about tenne yeares of age, the ſayed King 
Henry before his death nad practited a marriage in 
Scotland betwene the layd prince his ſonne atter- 
ward called Edward the vj.and the heyre of Scot- 
land being about foure yeares of age, and ſo farre 
this matter was proceded in, that'the greatelt part 
of the ſtates of Scotland had giuen their content 
thcreunto,but after king Henrys death, by che per- 
ſwaſton of the Queene inother being of the houſe 
of Guyle,and by the practiſe of the French faction 
(who could not endure this vniting ot theſe two 
Realmes by y ſayd mariage) the treatie made with 
king Henry was diſauowed, and a practiſe ſet on 
foote to beſtow this yong Princes vpon the Daul- 
phin of Fraunce, for the which cauſe, the Engliſh 
men entered into Scotland with a mightiearmie,6 
ſpoiled all the countrie,whom the Scotts encoun- 
tering with all theirforcesat a place called Mulcle- 
borow, were ouerthrowen anda great number of 


them ſlayne,in September this yeare 15 47. after _ 


the which victorie the Engliſh men tooke manic 
Caſtles and ſtrong places, and entered as farre as 
Edemborough the chieſe Citic of the Countrey, 
and fortified Hedington a ſtrong Towne, where 
what happened & what ifſue theſe warres had, here- 
after you ſhall heare. 

The Emperour hauing ended his warres a- 
boue mentioned in Germanie,and eſtabliſhed the 
Imterim which was a forme of Religion to bee ob- 
ſerued till the aſſemblie of a generall coun{ell came

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downe into the low countries, leading the Duke 
of Saxonic andthe Lantzgraue with him as it were 
in triumph, to the no ſmall griete of diuers Princes 
of the Empire,eſpecially of Duke Mavzic ſonne 
in law to the ſayde Lantzgraue, as the ſequell ſhall 
well declare, About this tyme alſo the Prince of 
Spaine the Emperours ſonne came out of Spaine 
into Italie , and from thence to Bruxelles to his 
father becing honorably receaued in all places 
through which he vaſſed. 

But the Realme of Fraunce beeing deliuered 
from forrayne warres , beeganne to bee vexed 
with domeſticall ſeditions , for a great rebelli- 
on was rayſed at Bovxpzavx and through all 
Gvienns and XalxTtO1GNns, for a newe 1mpo- 
ſition increaſed vppon Sault, for the appealing 
whereof the Conſtable and Monſieur d' Aumal- 
le were ſent-into thoſe partes, who puniſhed 
very ſharply them of Bovap zavx becauſe they 
had{ſlaine the kings officers and commited many 
diſorders , and tooke from them all their priuiled- 
ges, and condemned both them and other townes 
that had offended ingreatſummes of money,and 
{o appeaſed the tumult,

& Ou hauc heard how the laſt yeare 

) the Engliſh men were entered into 
7-Scotland,as tarre as Edringbourg and 
had ouerthrowen the Scots at Mu- 
7 icleborow, for the which cauſe the 
Scots ſent into Fraunce for ayde, and the King 
knowing how preiudiciall it ſhould bee for him 
and his Realme to ſuffer the Engliſh men to neſtle 
in Scotland, ſent thether an armie of 6000, men 
vnder the leading of Monſunur dE (ſe,Strozz4, the 
Rhingrauc,and others, who made head-againſt the 
Engliſh men and much endamaged them,& wanne 
Hedington which they had fortefied from them, 
while in the meane time their nauie conueighed 
the young Queene into Fraunce,notwithſtanding 
the Engith nauie that lay vpon the Seca to ſtoppe 
their paſſage, purpoſly to haue ſurpriſed the ſayde 

oung Queene and to haue brought hir into Eng- 
land , butthe French nauie eſcaped them and ari-

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Afterthe conucighing away of the young queene 
the king reuoqued d' Efle, and ſent de T hermes a 
valiant ſouldier and a wiſe man to take the charge 
of his armie-in Scotland, willing him to buſte the 


; Engliſhmen on that hide, while the French forces 


entered into the Countrey of Boulonoys, for not- 
withſtanding that peace had beene concluded ( as 
before you hane heard) betwene king Francis and 
king Henry betore their death, and afterward con- 
fhirmedallo berwene the two Realmes:yetehatnat- 
withſtanding the Frenchperceauing the Realme'of 
England'to be vexed with ſeditions becauſe of the 
alteration of Religion: vied that opportunitie, and 
beſicged Bouloyne bur could nottake it, notwith- 
ſtanding diuers other ſmall peces held by theEng- 
liſh in the-countrey of Boulonoys namely Boulons- 
berg, Hambletow,and Montlambert,and diuers 0- 
ther they toke, This yearealſo therenth of Nouem- 
ber died Pope Paule the third,to whom after three 
monethsdifſencion in the Conliftorie ſucceded In- 
lius the third;andthis yearcalſoin December died 
Margaret queene of Navarra fiſterto king Francis, 
a Lady of an excelent ſpirit. | 
But after theſe wars aboue mentioned had thus paſ- 
ſed as you haut hard lincey beginning of this kings 
reigne betwene y French & Engliſh nations as well 
in Scotland as in Boulonoys : both parts diſpoſed 
thſelucsto peace. England was aff jictednot onely 
with forrzinewarrs, but alſo with domeſticall ſedi- 
tions o: the commons, and diſlentions among the 

> nobles 
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nobles,& the French king was entered into praQtile 
againſt theEmperour, both in Italie with Otznio 
Prince of Parma;and in Germanie with duke Maus 
rice and diuers other Princes , who hated the Em- 
perour deadly for his extreame tiranie vicd againſt 
theliberties of their country, Wherefore the King 
mcaning to attempt ſomewhat againſt the Empe- 
rour was the more inclined to make peace with 
England,thereby to haue all cleere on that fide of 
Fraunce.Both the Realmes therfore being thus dif- 

(ed toconeord;their commiſhoners met & cons 
cluded peace with theſe c6ditions. Boloyne was re- 
ſtored to the French, for the which they payed to 
the king of England 400000.crownes: The king of 
England promiſed-to'marie Elizabeth the'eldeſt 
daughter of Fraunce,afterward wife to Philip king 
of Spaine. Both Engliſh and French departed 
Scotland which was ordained to be-goucrned by 
one of their owne nation, and" both the Kings 
were made knights each of others order.

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The firſt attempt that he made againſt the Eme- 
perour was the warre of Parma in ltalie, which be- 


gan, vpon this occaſion: Petrus Aloilius Francſius 


{onne to Pope Paule the third had giuen him by 

his father with the conſent ot the confiſtorie of 
Cardinalls Parma and Placencia in exchaunge of 
other lands,and was created Duke thereof, 

This Peter the tenth of Septemberin the yeare 

1547. wasſlaine in his owne houle not without 

the conſent of Ferdinando Gonzaga gouernour 

of Milan for the Emperour as it was thought, For 

preſently vpon his death the ſaid Ferdinando came 

to Placencia, and entered into it,and placed a gar- 

riſon in ittothe Emperours vic,and farther alowed 

Giouanni Aguzzolo who killed the ſayde Peter, 
with his owne hands,twentie ſouldiours for his 

guard, Octavius Peters ſonneand ſonne in law to 

the Emperour (for he had married the Emperours 

baſe daughter widow of Alexander Medices duke 
of Florence) demaunded of the Emperour againſt 

Gonzaga iuſtice of his fathers death,and that Pla- 

ccntia monght bee reſtored to him againe, butre- 

ceauing fro him nothing but delatorie an{wers,& 

{caring to be ſpoiled of Parma as alreadie he was 
of Placentia : hee ſought tor ſuccour at the hands 
of Tulius tertius newly choſen Pope,who miſliking 

the Emperours omne m Italie, perlwaded Octa- 

uius to put himſcl! ynder the protettion of France, 
not ſo. much regarding Octauius good thereby 


as 


Fd 
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as hoping by this meanes to ſer theſe two Princes 
at variaunce,which hee accompted the onely pre- 
ſcruation of his owne eſtate. Bur the Emperous on 
the other fide becing exceedingly offended with 
this reuoltof Octauiorto the French, practiſed with . 
the Pope to claime Parma as right of the Church, 
and.to excomunicate OQctauioas the Church rebel, 
promiſing him if he would fo doe, that hee would 
entcr into theſe warres and befiege Parma, and re- 
ſtore it to the Church if it were recouered. 
Wherevpon the Pope reſpeCting his owne pro-: 
fit more th& his credit or the goodnefle of the cauſe: 
vtterly abandoned Octauio and joyned with the 
Empcrour in this warre . Butthe king having re- 
ccaued Ottauto into his protection and that by the 
Popes owne per{watton, promiſed to defend him 
both againſtrhe Emperors ambition and violence, 
and likewiſe againſt the Popes trecherous incon- 
ſtancie,who as you haue heard beingreuolted from 
Ocauto,ioyned with the Emperour in this warre 
in hope to.recouer Parmafor the Church , where- 
torethe king fortefied Parma and manned it, and 
likewiſe Mirandula, the Earle whercof fearing con - 
tinually to be ſurpriſed by Gonzague,ioyned with 
the French, and receaued into thetowne certaine 
French bands ſent thither out of Piemont by the 
marſhal Brifſac.Gonzague on the other {ide by the 
Emperours commaundement went and belteged 
Parma but allin the Popes name,for neither would 


the Emperour ſeeme to attempt any thing againſt 
Q the 
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the.King,but onely to aide the Pope ina iuſt cauſe, 
neither would the King ſeeme to attempt any thing 
againſtthe Emperour, but onely to ayde Octauio 
becing vnder his proteRion in his juſt cauſe. 

But this difſimulation betweene theſe two Prin- 
ces held not long,for as Monſieur d' Andelot paſſed 
through the Emperours dominions in Lombardie 
with certaine bandes of men,to put himſelfe into 
Parma by the Kings commandement,notwithſtan- 
ding that they paſſed quietlie without harme doing 
as in their triendes country,yet was the ſaid a” 4»- 
d-lot ſtaied priſoner by the [mperialls and iuſtehed 
for a good przſe, whereypon the King charged the 
Empcrour with breach of the truce and beegan to 
make watrre vpon him onall ſides. 

A man may, thinke the King was not well adui- 
ſed to enter into this warre for Ottauios cauſe,in 
whom being the Empcrours ſonnein law he could 
repoſe no atlured truſt,and who hee moughtaflure 
himſclte vpon the reſtitution of Placentia would 
alwaics be ready to giuc him theflip,& ſo in deede 
he did being reſtored therevnto in the yeare 1556, 
But you muſt know that the xing viedthis matter 
\-but as a coulour to prouoke an open warre bec- - 
tweenethe Emperpur and him, as hee was ſure it 
would in the ende, and the which thing he prin- 
cipally defired,both becauſe hee was yong and na- 
 rurally enclined to martiall affaires,and alſo becauſe 
hce hoped while the Emperour was buſted with 
the Princes of Allemaine,with whom the king _

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good intelligence,to recouer theduchie of Milan, 
in the which as alſo in diuers other parts of [talie 
he had many good iricnds, But the warrs of Ger- 
manic had a ſpeedier end then hee expected, alter 
the which the Emperour held him play into many 
places,that hee had no leaſureto looke ouer the 
mountainesina good many yeares after this, and 
ſpcd bur cuill when hetoke thatenteypriſe in hand 
-as/heercafteryou ſhall heere.. And ſo it appeereth 
that whatſocuer man purpoſeth God diſpoſeth af- 
terwards thereofas it pleaſeth him, Gonzague as 
you haucheard beſiged Parma,& the Pope on the 
other ſide,to diſtract the kings forces belieged Mi- 
randula, | 
But the King avowing the truce to bee bro- 
ken,beecaule of Menſicxr a' Andelots impriſonment 
aboue mentioned, ſent to Brifſac new ſupplies in- 
to Piemont,coinmaunding him not onely to ſ{uc- 
cour Parma and Mirandula,but alſo to endamage 
the Emperours dominions in thoſe partes by all 
the meanes he mought. 

Wherevpon the faide Brifſac wanne diuers 
townes in Piemont &in the Marquiſate of Mont- 
ferrate from the Imperialls, and put the whole

refuſed to ſend any ofthe Clergic of his Realme to. 
the counſell of Trent ot to acceptthat as a gene-. 
rall counſell, and had alſo 790 amis the Swyſlers 
to docthelyke,greatly to the derogation of his au- 
thoritie pontificall : tor theſe reaſons I ſay the Pope 
ended the warres of Parma and Mirandula,and not 
onely forſoke the Emperour, butalſo delivered in- 
to the hands of the Earle of Mirandula all thoſe 
fortes that during the ſiege thereof had hene buile 
at the Emperours charge , ſo that by the Popes 
treaſon the French held Mirandula made impreg- 
nable by the Emperours purſe. The kings nauie 
alſo vpon the ſea toke diuers Flemiſh and Holan- 
diſh ſhippes of great price,and the Turke likewiſe 
about this time wanne Tripoly in Africk from the 
Emperour, which the ſayde Emperour. toke very 
greuondy and attributed the loſle thereof to the 
ing by whoſe perſwaſton the Turke conuerted his 
forces thither as the Emperour ſayde, :

A 
ſtraunge chaunge of Fortune, that ſo mightieand 
loriousan Emperour, thelyke of whom Chriſten-

fore,ſhould bethus purſewed andthat by his owne 


ſubic&,ycaand ſach a ſubict as himſelte not long

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before had highly advanced . Notwithſtanding 
ſoone alter by the mediatio of the king of Komaines 
the Emperours brother, peace was concluded be- 
tweene the Emperour and his Princes, andthe 
Lantzgraue and the Duke of Saxonie were reſto- 
red to their libertie, notwithſtanding that the later 
ol them would not depart from theEm perour,but 
folowed him in all theſe trobleſome broyles, bee- 
cauſe hee would not reccauc his libertie by Duke 
Maurice his meanes. 


The King on the other {ide during theſe trou- 


bles betweene the Emperour and thele Allemaine: 


Princes, accordingly as was agreed betweene him 
andthe ſayde Princes,enteredinto Germanie,with 
the title of Protector of the libertie thereof, and 
toke Metz in Lorraine an Imperiall towne, and 
likewiſe Thoul, Verdun, and Nancy, and carryed 
away the young Duke of Lorraine with him, far- 
ther he marched as farr as Strauſbourg & Hagenau 
neere to Spire, where the Ambaſſadors of the 
Princes of the Empire came to him and gaue 
him thankes (or his readie ſuccour in the defence 
of the libertic of Germanie, and ſignified alſo 
vnto him that they beeing now. reconciled to 
the Emperour ſhould haue no occaſion farther 


to craue his ayde. Wherevpon the king withdrew 
hisforces out of Germanic, the rather becauſe hee. ,

ed with ſo many noble-men, and valyaunt foul- 
diours, that the Emperour with great loſſe both

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a very vnſcaſonable time of the geare, vppon his 
owne obſtinate will,and contraric to the aduice of 
all the Captaines that were in his campe. 

When the Emperour made his approaches ta 
the towne,'two {kirmiſhes worthie of remems- 
brance happened, one made by the French iſſew- 
ing out of the towne vppon the Duke of Alua, in 
the which the ſayd Duke loſt 15 o, men with lofle 
onely of 5, on the French part,

ſtandthat Albert Marques of Brandembourg,who

Aiter this the ſayde Marques ouerthrew allo a 
great conuoy of victualls comming to the relicte 
ot the rowne of M and that becing done reti- 
red himſcl:e with all lis Troupes into the Empe- 
rours campe. , 

Farther you ſhall vnderſtand that during this 
ſiege of Metz, the Prince of Salernein the Realme 
of Naples, bcecauſe of the extreame tirannie and 
crueltic that Don Piedro de Toledo vncleto the 
Duke of Alua vied in the Countrey whereof the 
{ayde Prince could haue no redreſſe at the Empe- 
rours hands turned French, as dyd alſo the towne 
of Siena hauing firſt razed the citadelle built by 
the Emperour to oppreſle their libertie, and cha- 
ced all the Spaniards out of their towne. 

An other armie of the Emperours vnder the 
leading of Monſieur de Reux entered into Picardie, 
and burned many townes and vilages, and name- 
ly the Caſtcll of Foulenbray a place whercin the 
king toke great delight', they wanne alſo He/7in 
both rowne-and Caſtell and many other places, 
notwithſtanding the nineteenth of December in 
this very yeare Monſuur de Vendoſme recoucred 
Heſiin and afterward all rhe other townes, and on

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Butto returnetothe ſiege of Metz, Notwithſtan- 
ding that the Emperour vſed all warlike attempts,

and by othcrſome aboue 2 2. Duch miles from 
the towne: yer was the induſtrie of thoſe within the 
towne, andthe miſeric of his ſouldiours without 
the towne ſuch , his camp being moſt grieuouſly 
aff lied with the plague,famine,bluddie flux, and 
cold, the ficge continewing in the midſt of an ex- 
treame winter as before you hauec heard : that hee 
was forced toleuie his fiege & returne into Flaun- 
ders,the ſecond day of lanuarie 1553.atter the Duch 
& [talian accompt who beginthe yeare the firſt of 
TJanuarie, but 155 2. after the French who begin it 
not till Eaſter, At his departure to the ende hee 
mought returne with the more ſpeede, he caſt into 
the Kiucr a great part of his artileric,and munition 
for the warres, farther hee loſt in this ſiege 40000, 
men,& y ignominie thereof ſo much atflicted him, 
that he forbare all communication with men, and 
ſoone after reigned the Empire to his brother and 
his orher ſtates ro his ſonne,and put himſelfe into 
an Abdie in Spaine where he ended his dayes. 

Such miſtortunes Princes often fall into, when 
they are weddedto their owne wills and reiec all 
good aduile or rather when Gov is purpoſcd to 
puniſh them, and to chaunge their good fortune 
into bad,

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It is reported that the Emperours armiec ſuf- 
tayned [o extreamegniſcrie in this ſtege,that one 
day as hce roade thorow his Cempe, a poore 
{ouldicr beeing miſerably atfiigted with the-blud- 
dyc fluxc cryed out thus to him as he palſcd by, 
T how ſonne of a mad woman hew much miſcrie aoe 
1 ind maiiy a thouſand more enaure here throigh thy 
amwition and wilfull obftinacie , If thou wert not 
tainted with thy mathers humor, thou wozldeſt n:wer 
haue brought vs to this ſizge, at this time of the yeare, 
which words the Emperour hearing gaue no euell 
anſ{were therevnto, but onely ſayde good words ſoul- 
diour this matter ſhall bee remedied ere long be,and with 
that gaue the poore ſoule money wherewith to 
comtort himſclte, and ſoone after rayſed his ſiege, 
leaving a great number behinde him ficke, whom 
the encmics of very pitie ſuccoured and relieued. 
But notwithſtanding the Emperours eucll fortune 
here before Metz, his armie in Picardie vnder the 
leadin g of Mon ſreur de Reux belieged T heronenne,in 
_ the which ſiege the ſayd de Rexx dyed, after whoſe

He ouerthrow the French receaued in [talie 
happened thus. You haue heard before how 
while the Emperour lay at the fiege of Metz, 
the towne of Sienne in Italic reuolted from him, 
& razed the Citadelle built by him,chaſed the Spa- 
niards out of the towne,and put themlſelucs into 
the prote&ion ot France, Wherewith he being not 
alittle offended,after the ſaid ſiege was ended com- 
maunded the Viceroy of Naples to ſpoile all the 
country of Sienne,which he did accordinglic pur- 
polingalſoto beſige the rowne,which Aou/uc,7ey- 
- mes,& diucrs others ſent therher by the king for de- 
fence thereof, fortified againſt the Imperialls. The 
Viceroy becauſe of the reuoult that happened alſo 
at this very inſtaunt.in the realme of Naples by 
meanes of the-Prince of Salerna whereof wee haue 
ſpokena word ortwoalſo inthe ſaid ſiege of Metz, 
was forced to returne into the ſaid realme of Na-

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But vnderſtanding that Str9zz; with great forces 
was [eat by the king into italic, and that hee had 
alrcadic invaded the Duke of Florence his domis 
nions, taken diucrs places irom him,and was gone 
to batter Ciuitclie; the ſayd Marques railcd his 
ſicge from betore Syena,and went with his whole 
power to ſuccour the Duke of Horence, where- 
vpon Strozz4 leuicd hisliege held before Ciuitelle 
and marched to encounter the Marques and giue 
him batraile, in the which the ſayde S$trozzi/ was 
oucrthrowen and put to flight'and all his forces 
diſperſed , The Marques atter this victorie retur- 
ned to the fiege of Siena, & neucr departed thence 
till he had reduced itto the Emperours obedience, 
by whoſe commaundementit was dcliucred to che 
duke of Florence. 

The ſayde ſicge endured till the twentieth of 
Aprill in the yeare 1555, But in December in 
the ſayde yearc 15 5 4+ Briſlac to repaire this mil- 
fortune of Strozz1 entered into Picmont, and toke 
diuers townes of great importaunce and fortefied 
them againſt the Imperialls | 

This yeare alſo 1554. the 23. of March 
a[terthe French accomptwho begin notthe yeare 
till Eaſter,dycd Pope Tulius rertius,to whom ſucce- 
ded Marcus, who lived but a few dayes,and to 
him ſucceded Cardinall Caraffa being toure ſcore 
ycares ot age by the name of Paule the tourth, 

The French armic aboue mentioned ynder the 
leading of Briſſac toke Caſſal,& diucrs other townes

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in the Marquiſat of Montferrat,and went to beſfiege 
V n[pian in Piemont,which the Duke ot Aluawitha 
mightic army cameto relieueas alſo hee did. And 
hauing pur, vituals and munition ſufficient into the

But the towne was {o notablic defended by the 
French ( for theking had ſent thether great forces 
to ſuccour the place ) that the Duke of Alua was 
forced to abandon the licge & retire himſelfe, pre- 
ſentlie whervpon the French with their whole for- 
ces returned to the ſiege of Vulpian,and roke itand 

razed both townceand caſtle,becauſe it maintained 
none but ſouldioursthat robbed and ſpoiledallthe

About this timealſo the French and Flemiſh 
Nauy met vpon the Sea, neere to Douer a hauen 
towne in England,where was a moſt bloddie fight 
berweene them,in the which theFrench being pur 
to the worſe, fired their A—_ thereby to 
cauſethe flemings to vngraple from them,bue the 
fire was ſo vehement that they had no powre to 
doeit,by meanes wherof both the Nauics were fi- 
red,and many ſhips on both ſides burnt.

and (eazed all theirlands and goods into hisowne 
hands.The Imperials ſay thatthis was but a quarell 
picked tothem by the Pope, becauſe hee had ſecrer 
intelligence with the king of Fraunce,&perſwaded 
him toattempt the recoucric of the Realme of Na- 
ples,as well therby to abate the Spaniards greatnes 
inltalie,who held Naples, Milan,& Siena,& dil} poſed 
"oY 
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-.. of the ſtats of Genoua & Florenceas of his owne: 
as,alſo hoping it the French had good ſuccefle in I- 
talic,that ſome part of the bootie would fall to his 
ſharc,which hee was the moredeſirous of, becauſe 
hc was a Neapolitaine borne himſelfe.But howſo- 
eucrit were,the Coloxneſt being thus iniuriced com- 
plained to king Philip and delired his ſuccour,who 
ent the Duke Aluato their ayde, yer offering the 
Pope any reaſonable conditions of peace , which 
he viterly refuled,and ſent tothe kingand the duke 
of Ferrara bcing his confederats for ſuccours, but 
befqre they could arriue, the duke of Alua inuaded 
the Church dominions,and toke 05tia & Paleſtrins 
and much diſtreſſed Rowe , But the King with all 
ſpcede ſent the Duke of Guyſe with a mightie ar- 
mie into Italie, who entering into Lombardie tooke 
Y alentia in the duchie of Milan & put a gariſoninto 
it,on an other fide alſo the French inuaded Artoys 
and ſpoyled all the Countrey,they beſieged Doway 
but could nor take it. Ngtwithſtanding Lens they 
toke and burned it. Farcher the kings forces in Pie- 
mont tooke Y al finiereand Cairas, and thus the fiue 
| yeares truce concluded the yeare before helde not 
one ycare, greatcotrouerlie is betwene the French 
and Spaniſh, which of the two Princes.firlt brake 
the truce . The French ſay the Spaniard firſt brake 
it by inuading the Pope, whom ho king as an obe- 
dient ſonne to the Church was bound to detend. 
But the anſwere herevnto is caſte, for beſides that 


the inuading of the Pope being an indifferent 
Sil). friend 


ff 
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friend to both the Princes could not bee a breach 
of the truce towards the French king: it isalſomoſt 
ccrtaine that the firſt iniurie proceded fro the Pope, 
towards the king of Spaines triends and c6tederats, 
and therefore the French were not to ayde him in 
an cuell cauſe, But admit the ayding of the Pope 
were no breach of the truce : yetthe King ought - 
notto haue proceded farther then to ſend the Po 
ayde,but hee inuaded king Philip before he tooke 
weapon in hand, in Milan, in Piemont, in Artoys; 
and in Flaunders, which could not bee other then 
a flatte breach of thetruce. But to retourne to the 
warres of [talic. The Duke of Guyſe by the Popes 
perſwaſion, and vppon promiſe of ayde from him, 
was paſſing with, his armie towards the realme of 
Naples with purpoſe to inuade it . Butſecing the 
Duke of Aluato make head againſt him,and being 
alſo diſapoynred of the ayde promiſed him by the 
Pope, he was forced to retire with his armic, being 
in very poreeſtate and cuſing the Pope and all his 
erccheries. While theſe matters thus paſſed in Ita- 
lie, the Queene of England by hir huſbands per- 
ſwalion entered into an vnneceſlarie warre' with 
Fraunce, for ſhe ſhould haue done much berter to 
hauc continued as ſhee began a mediater for peace ' 
th-n vpon no occalion to become the French kings 
e:emie but ſheeſpedaccordingly,

T he King of Spaine taketh Saint Quen- 
tin. The battaile of Saint Laurens 
in the which the Conſtable is ouer- 
throwen and taken priſoner. The duke 
of Guyſe us reuoqued out of Ttalie, 
T he Pope maketh peace with the king 
of Spaine, The French take Calas. 
T he marriage of the Daulphin , The 
French take T heonuille, 


Vt to proceede the king of Spaine,ſeeing him 
ſelte thus inuaded vpon a ſodayne, leuyed a 
mightie armie of Duch Flemiſh and Eng- 
liſh, and went and beſieged Saint Quentin 
a ſtronge towne in Vermandoys, for the defence 
whereotthe Admirall of Fraunce Gaſper Chaſtdln, 
with diuers bandes of men put himſelfe into the 
towne. Buthis brother 4 4ndelot iſlewing out of 
Perona with 15.enſcignes of footmen,purpoling to 
doe the like, was defeated . Notwithſtanding the 
king tendering greatly y ſattie of the towne,ſent the 
Cojtable to ſuccour it with an armie of 16000.foot, 
and 4000, horſe, whovpon Saint Laurence day ve- 
earcly in the morning,by certaine boatcs which 
he had brought with him vpon cartes,put Mor ſir 
d' Andelot by the riuer with certainc bands of foot- 
men into the towne, 
But 
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But King Phillips army as the ſaid Conſtable reti- 
red, charged him, brake him, detcatcd his forces, , 
ſlew 2500 of his men with the lofle onely of 50.0n 
their part,and rooke him priſoner with two of his 
ſonnes,and likewiſe the Dukes of Montpenſficr and 
' Longueuille, the Marſhall of Saint Andre, the 
Rhcingraue,and diuers other great perſonages. 
Wherevpon the King prelentlie reuoqued the 
Dukeof Guile with his forces out of Italy,& com- 
maunded the Duke of Neuers to leauy a new 
army, 

T the meane time King Phillip tooke Saint 
Quentin by aſſault,and tooke priſoners therin the . 
Admirall,and 4” 4ndelot his brother,but a” Andelot 
ſoone atter eſcaped away.The King of Spaine wan 
alſo Catelet and Han and diuers other places. The 
Duke of Alua on the other fide in ltalite tooke di- 
uers places from the Pope, who inthe end ſeeing 
the Dukes forces {9 great thathe came without re- 
ſiſtance cuen to Rome gates,and thatthe Duke of 
Guile inverie pooreeſtate wasreuoqued home in- 
to Fraunce: made peace ar Caui with King Philip 
(contraty to his promiſe made tothe French Kin 
and obtayned better conditions of him than he de- 
ſerucd, and among thereſt of the conditions this 
was one that the Duke of Guiſc ſhould returne 
home in ſatetic,and he & his armie bee well intrca- 
ted whereſocuer they paſſed through king Philips 
dominions, which was ali the recompence the 
French reccaucd at the Popes handes,for the great 


loſles 
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lofles they had reccaucd in Ttalie by his meanes, 


fuch, commonly is the ende of all vnneceſlarie 
watTes. 

- The King being much grieued with theſe his ma- 
nitolde loſles,and ſuppoling his honour to be ſtay- 
ncd ithe atchieucd not ſome enterpriſe. that might 
counteruaile thee his miſtortunes,{o ſooneas the 
Duke of Guile and Strozzi were returned with his 
forces out of Italie by ſea,and Monſieur a' Aumalle by 
land,ioyned to them. a great army of Swiſlers and 
Almaines who vnder the lcading of the ſaid Duke 
of Guile were ſent to beſtege Calais in the verie 
middeſt of winter. 

Strozz1i not long before the comming of the 
army thether,had beene brought in diſgu;{ed appa- 
raile into the towne by a French man an inhabi- 
cant thereof, and had veiwedall the fortifications 
both within the rowne and without,and the gari- 
ſon within ittor the defence thereof,which was ve- 
ry weake,andto fay the truthithe {aid Strozzi was 
the onely author of this enterpriſe | 

They began the fiegethe firſt day of Ianuarie, 
and-tooke the towne the morrow- after twelfth 
day,and foonec after 'alſo Hams and Guyſnes, and: 
all that'theEngliſhhelde on that fide theſea, 

In Aprilt tollowing Frauncis the Daulphin 
maryed Marie daughterand heire of lames the fift 
King of Scotland,&in Tune following the French! 
beſiged Theonuille,held foran impregnabletoawne 
in the Dutchie of Luxembourg. Yet notwithſtand- 
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ing they tooke it,butin thatſiege was Peter Stroz- 
zi {laincto the Kings greatgriete,tor he had beene 
a molt valiaat and expert Captain.

The French inuade Flannders and ſacke 
Dunkerke, they are onerthrowen in their 
retrait to Calais. The Engliſh Nany ta- 
keth Conquet. Peace betweene the Kings 
of Spaine and Fraunce and Elizabeth 
Lueent of England. Bourg and other 
Conncellours of the law gre ſent to the 
Baſlile,The Kings daughter is maried 
to the King of Spaine. T he King is ſlaine 
at the in{fs, lf; 


| Ve the King ſuppoſing this reuenge 
w | of his loſſes not to be {ufficictas yer, 
WF determined toattemptfarther. Wher 
Y I forc in the beginning of Lulic he (ene 
<< Monſiur de Termes to inuade Flaun- 
ders,who tooke Dunkerke and bur- 
nedit,But the Earle of Egmontleuyingan army of 
12000.foote and 3000 horle,met with the French 
as they retired towards Calais vpon theſandes be- 
tweene Dunkerke and Grauelin,where he charged 
them,and by the helpe of the Engliſh Nauy,which 
by chaunce ſailedat that time cloſe by the ſhoare, 
and diſcharged their great ſhotinto the middeſt wa 
eng

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the French troups,they were defeated and Termes 
himſelte taken priſoner,to the great aſtoniſhment 
of all Fraunce, which in fower yeares ſpace had 
receaued three great oucrthrowes, the firſt in Tra- 
lie, the ſecond at- Saint Quentin, and the third 
this heere mentioned. 

And thus the King not beeing contented with 
a reaſonable reuenge, but ſecking to recouer all 
his honour, loſt even that which hee had in part 
recouered .-betore,and put both himſelfe and his 
Realme into/greater daungers than cuer Ixere- 
tofore they had beene in. | 

Termeshad left behinde him three enſeignes 
of footemen to-ſpoile and fier Dunkerke who be- 
ing.in the middeſt of thcir blouddic execution, 
were all ſurprized by the Burgundians and cut 
in pecces. The Duke of Guile hearing of this 0- 
uerthrow Ttetired into Picardic,and held limſclfe 
in places of ſafetic, , 

After this vitorie the Engliſh Nauy conſiſting 
of 100.faile of ſhips and yp 000. men,and 20.great 
hulks ioyned withthem,invaded Bretainc andtoke 
Conquer, but parthe by theforce of rhe countrey 
that camedowne vpon them, & parthe by tempeſt, 
they wereforced to returne home with ſpeed, King 
Phillip being encouraged by this his good ſucceſte 
and many victories, leuied a mightiearmy, and en- 
camped neere to Dourlans in Picardie becing a 
French towne,his whole force was 36000:foote, & 


15000, horſe,all his ſouldiours being well paied, 
T.ij, The 
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The king on the other {ide neere to Amiens, 
leuyed a great armie , but ſeemed not willing 
to hazcrd an other battayle, conſidering the 
loſſes hee had alreadie receaued . Notwith- 
ſtanding in the ende both the Princes to auoyde 
the effuſion of Chriſtian blood enclined their 
mindes to peace. 

The two and twentith of Ianuaric Charles 
Duke of Loxxatxs maryed the Ladie Claude 
the kings younger Daughter , and the Februaric 
alter, peace was treated of at Cambreſis bee- 
tweene the two Kings and Erizazzra Queene 
of England. latelie ſucceded to the Crowne of 
that Realme by the death of hir Siſter Ma- 
x18, Who dyed the ſeauententh of Nouem- 
ber 1558. 

The Commiſſioners agreede reaſonably well 
about euerie thing ſaue Carais, which Kin 
Philip would haue in any caſe reſtored to the 
Engliſh againe, and the French would by noc 
meanes part with, which matter was ſo whotlie 
debated betweene them, that all the treatie had 
aſluredlie broaken of , if newes had not beene 
brought from the Queene of England, that 
ſhee was contented to accept of che peace, with 
theſe conditions,that"at eyght yeares ende Calais 


ſhould bee reſtored to hir agayne or fiuehnndred 


fiitie thouſand crownes in lieu thereof, for 
aſluraunce whereof ſhce ſhould haue delyuered 
vnto 
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trauthed his Daughter to the king of Spayne, 
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vnto hir foure hoſtages of the nobilytic of Fraunc 
{ſuch as ſhee would demaund, 
\- This article beeing agreed vpon peace was 
concluded beetweene theſe Princes the third of 
Aprill,and ſolemply proclaimed with great ioye: 1559+ 
And King Philip maryed Errzazzrn the Kings 
eldeſt Daughter promiſed beetore to' Cyan as 
Prince of Spayne King Philips ſonne, and the 
Duke of Savor Philibert maryed Maxcarer 
the Kings ſiſter, 

Thus the' king hauing concluded peace to his 
great comfort with all his enemies , and bee- 


by meanes of the which allyaunce hee aſſured 
him ſelfe of an euerlaſting amitie with , that 
Prince : beganne to embrew his handes in the 
bloud of the Lvryuzxans, and committed 
Bovxs and foure other Iudges of the Law to 
Moxrcowmzr1s Captaine of his Guarde , who 
ſent them priſoners to the Baſtile , where they 
were layde in yrons. 

;The only cauſe of their empriſonment was,for 
that they had delyuered out of priſon certayne 
Lutherans, and had forborne to publiſh the 
kings bloudy edicts till a generall or a natiovall 
councell ſhould take order in ſo wayghtie a 
cauſe. 

This beeing done, the king in great triumph 
departed to his Daughters mariage , who was 
T.ii j. maryed 
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maryed to king Philipby his Deputie the Duke of 
Alua, who repreſented the king his Maſters perſon 
in this caſe: which becing accompliſhed the king 
gauc himſelte to ſports and paſtimes, and the eighe 
and rwenteth of Tune cntercd intothe Liſts to juſt, 
and continewed ſo long therein, and ranne ſo ma- 
ny courſes three daycs together,that with exceſſiue 
trauayle his whole body was becomecſtiffe, where- 
vppon diucts of the nobilitie and eſpecially the 
Queene his wyfe beſought him to runne no more, 
the rather becauſe thatnight the Queene had drea- 
med that ſhee ſaw him wounded to death, & diuers 
other prognoſticatios of his death are alſo writters 
which I ouerpaſſe., But he refuſing allperſwaſions? 
& deſpiting his wives dreame,& all the other/prog- 
noſtications,entercd againe intothe liſtes, &ranhg 

divers courſes excellently well;for he was a petfe& 
 manat armes. Atthelaſt hecalled foorth Mont- 
gomeric, the ſclte fame that had caryed Bova's 
and the other fours Councellonrs to priſon, as be= 
fore you have heard . Montgomerie had runne 
diuers courſes the day before,& had fayledin them 


all, for the which cauſe hee was loath to come 
forth.But being conſtrained by theking,in the ende 


toorth he came being reſerued by God trogiue one 
ſound blow at the laſt, to counteruailcall his fay- 
 lings beſore: Foras the king and hee met together 
with great violence a ſplenter of Montgomeries 
ſaffe which brake all to ſheuers, ſtrake the ings 
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head-pecce full vpon the viſard, which being vn- 
buckledeither through negligence, or becaule the 
king would haue it {o,mcaning to make this his 
laſt courſe, flew vp, inſuch ſort that one ofthe {plE- 
ters ſtrake the king full in the right cyc and entered 
into his very braine,which put this poorc Prince to 
* .extreame paine. Vpon the ninth of Iulichegauſed 
the mariage of his {iſter & the duke of Sauoy to bee 
accomplithed withoutany pomp,which ſhould not 
haue bene ſolempniſated till eight dayesalter,and 
the nextday he dyed of the layde hurt. The wound 
ſoonemadean ende of his ownelife, but his realme 
hath bled of that wound'eger fince,& the blood is 
hardly ſtenched as yer. This king liued one & forty 
yeares, and reigned twelue yeares and 3, moneths, 
andtenne dayes. 
-- Thus haue I continued as compendiouſly as I 
could,the Hiſtoric of Frauncefr6 Charles the eighth 
till the death of Henry the ſecond, namely til the be- 
pinning of their owne ciuill broyles and difſenti6s 
which becauſe they coraine —_—y bur murthers, 
maſlacers, trecheries, treaſons, and no orderly dil- 
_ Ciplined warres, arenothing pleaſaunt for mee to 
. Write, nor I thinke acceptableto any man to reade, 
& much leſle fitto be annexed to the martiall ates 
of thoſe Princes, whom I hauc here before in this 
Hiſtorie treated of. Notwithſtanding it any man 
ſhalltake pleaſure in writing them, I had rather hee 


handelcd ſuch a bucherly argument then my m

ing their owne ſoules with manic promiſes arid 
oathes which they neuer ment.topertorme when 
they {ware them, neither performed atall whea 
they had (worne them.

Andif we farther confiderhow little they:have 


effected and brought to paſſe of their ownedefizes | 


by all theſe their bloddy Martiall adtions,with the 
which they troubled the world by theſpaceof ma-+ 
ny ycares : we cannot but contefle and fay with the 
Plalmiſt.{7ee that awelleth in the Heautnſhall laugh,the 
Lord ſhall haue them in aeri ſun.For firſt of all confidex 
well the example of LodouicSforce ſurnamed the 

Moore 
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More Duke of Milan,hce poiſoned his nephew to 
obtaine therby the ſaid Duchie,and ſet all Italic on 
fier by calling in'the French to cſtabliſh him therin, 
but himſelte was within 5. yeares after taken pri- 
ſoner by the French,and pur into a dongeon wher 
he miſerablic ended his lite his cldeſt- fonne Maxi- 
milian being reſtored to the ſaid Duchie ot Milan 
by meanes ot the Swiſſers,the Pope,and the Vene- 
tians, was within three yearcs atter likewiſe taken 
- priſoner by the French,and in Fraunce ended his 
daics. | 
Afterward his other ſonne Francis was cſtabli- 
ſhed in the ſaid Dutchie by the Emperour Charles, 
but with ſuchflauiſh conditions that he rather de- 
ſeruedthe name of a nobleſlaue than an honoura- 
ble Prince,and in the end dicd'of poiſon asit was 
thought, and was the laſt of this wicked race of 
Sforces,& after his death the Emperour {cazed all 
the Duchie of Milan into his owne hands whoſe 
race holderth it yer,and ſhall doe ſo long as it plea- 
ſeth God: And al] theſe miſeries fell vpon the ſaid . 
Lodouicand his ſonnes within the ſpace of 3 4, 
cares. 
.-  Nowway likewiſe the example of Pope Alex- 
ander the ſixt, and Valentinus Borgia his ſonne. 
The ſaid Valentine in his fathers lite time obtai- 
ned ſo many __— in Iralic, fome by armes, 
ſome by crueltic, ſome by treaſon and trecheries, 
ſome by periuric, and by all other wicked meanes 
| that may be imagincd,that all Italieſtoode in _ 
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of him, and he was growen to ſuch a pride in him- 
ſelte, that hee gaue Aut Ceſar aut nullzs tor his de- 
uile, 

The Father poiſoned himſelſe with the ſame 
wincthathe had prepared for the poiſoning of di- 
ucrs cardinalls his enemies,and [o tell himſclte into 
the pit which he had digged for others,and the ſon 
after his fathers death was ſpoiled by Pope Iulius 
-.. of all thathe had conqueredin Italie,and the King 

- 0: Frauncetoke from him all his eſtates thathc held 
in Fraunce, 

Wherefore hefled to Conlalue vnder his ſate- - 
conduR,and remained with hima while at Naples 
in greatkindnesin outward apparance. ' 

But ſoone after by King Ferdinands comman- 
dement, hee was {ent priſoner into Spaine by the 
ſaid Conlalue, who alſo tooke from him,the late- 
condudt that he had giuen him, _ 

In Spaine he wasempriſoned in theRocque of 
Aeaina del Campo, trom whence by cunning hee{- 
caped, and went into Nauarre, where hee liueda 
while in very baſe and mnulſcrablecſtate,and in the 
end was thereflaine. 

The Venetians likewiſe for hatred they bare 
againſt Lodouic Duke of Milanaboue mencioned, 
called Lewis the twelfth into [taliero conquer the 
ſaid Duchic, and had for their part of the bootie 
the-countrey of Guiradadda deliucredvnto them 
by the King. 

" Butſoone after the ſame kingtoke it ſrom them 
; aganey 
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againe,o became their deadly enemic,fo that not- 
withſtanding all their charges employed in thoſe 


warres and diuers, other {ince: yet hould they not . 
at this day one toote of ground in Lombardic more 


then they did beforethole warres began, and in 0- 
ther parts of Italicleſſe, 

Againe tower kings of Fraunce {ucceftiuely,name- 
ly CrarLes the eight,, Luvvis the twelfth, 
Faancis the firſt, Cc Hexxy the ſecond , by the 


ſpace of three ſcore yeares and berrer, made conti- 


nuall warres in Italie,withinfinit expences of mo- 
ney,toylc of themſclues, and the death not of ſo 
few as a hundered thouſand of their ſubictts, for 
the duchic of Milan &the realme of Naples, and 
what haue they gottenin recompence therof,one- 
ly this that they,hould notat this day one foote of 
Landin neither of both thoſe countreys, 
Likewiſe Charles the Emperour who was ſo am- 
bitious a Prince that hee thought to haue ſwalow- 
ed vp both Fraunceand Germanie,was chaccd out 
of both thoſe countries with great ignominic, and 
was ncucrablctohould no not one porctowne in 
eicher of both thoſercalmes,& inthe end through 
moodincfle of his cucll ſucceſle, gaue a defiance 
toall the world, and dyed in an Abby|among a 
coinpanic of Monkes, / 
aſtly king Henry the eight who was {o no- 
ble a Prince, and obtained {o many conquecRs in 
Fraunce both in his youth and in his aze, what 
hath he leit to his poſteritic in that Countrey, or 
| V.t;. his

his inftoite charges cmphycd in thoſe warggs* 
not one towne, no nor one toote of French lahd. 
Theſe exatyples I thinke may ſuffice to teach Prin- 
ces to bee wile, and not to attempt ambitiouſlic 
vnneceſfaric warrs,ſecing the ſcquell that cnſeweth 
therof,but to liue peaccabl i at home,to entertaine 
the good will of their neighbours by all the good 
meanes they may\to ſe iuſtice done among their 
ſubicts whicFÞ their principall charge, and eſpe- 
cially to ground all their ations vpon God, whois 
the guyder of all their enterpriſes, and the giuer of 
all good ſucceſſe. Happic is the Prince that thus 
gouerneth his ſubic&s andhappic arc the ſubiets 
that liucvnder ſuch a Prince, 
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
